Dear Sir, 


In reply to your letter 111-1-10, dated the 13th 
instant, regarding Edith Starr. 


I do not want to enter into any controversy with 
the priests or any other missionaries regarding the admittance 
of children to school because it will only lead to ill feeling. 
I think I am in the best position to judge which school a child 
should be sent to and I have already told the Department that 
I think Edith Starr should be admitted to File Hills School. 


We have, on this Agency both a Roman Catholie and 
a United Church missionary and in a great number of cases both 
of them ean produce records to show Indians have been baptised 
and are members of their church. What actually happens is 
that Indians that have attended Brotestant schools often attend 
Roman Catholic church services and Shose that have attended 
Roman Catholic schools often attend United Church services. I 
have seen this myself on many occasions. When this has occurred 
it seems that the priests have got the Indians to be baptised 
and then entercd them as members as their church and it is 
this proof that the Rev. Father Leonard is advancing. 


The attitude I have always taken is this. In the 
cause where the parents are Pagan I allow the children to enter 
any school the parents wishes. In the case where both parents 
have attended a Protestant School I see that the children 
attend the same kind of school and in the case of Roman Catholics 
I see the children attend a Roman Catholic School. When one 
of the parents is a Roman Catholic and the other a Protestant 
I allow the parents to decide. In far the most cases they 
decide to send their children to Lebret and in that case there 
is no trouble. When however, as in the present case, the 
parents decide to send the children to File Hills School 
the admission is always protested by the R.C. missionary or 
the Principal of Qu'Appelle School. 


I never told the Rev. Father Comeau that Edith 
Starr was attending File Hills School because she was in poor 
health. She attended File Hills School because of the wishes 
of her parents and she was not admitted as a residential 
pupil until after her mother died. It was the desire of 
her mother as well as her father that Edith should attend 
File Hills School and she spoke to me about on many occasions. 


I have had Starr in the office again to-day and 
have him to state deffnite) what religious denémination he 
belongs to and what school Ke wishes Edith to attend. I have 
had him sign a declaration to the eriect that he belongs to 
the United Chureh and wishes £iith to attend File Hills School. 


I also spoke to him about Yonald, the child of 
Sidney “tary he kept for a year or so and he says that if 
Donald was baptised as a Roman Catholic he never knew anything 
about it. As a matter of fact this boy has now gone home to 


his parents and undoubtedly when the time for him comes to atten!

As far as I know I have no doubtful cases in 
the File Hills Indian Residential School though there 
are some children in this school whose parents are of 
different creeds but in these cases the matter was 
brought to the Department's attention and their decision 
obtained. 


I feel justified in saying that I consider the 
protest the Department received is not a fair protest 
and if there is any special case the pmmheehes protestee 
wishes to go into I shall be pleased to go into fuller 
details.

He, 
Bear has a stiff knee and is unable to walk without 
a strong cane (stick) and cannot do any heavy work, 
hence their reason for asking to place their children 
in a Residental School, as they become of age. Which 
I recommend. 

n August the 9th., I called on the Bears 
at their home when they, Bear and his wife, signed 
application for admission, These I immediately 
forwarded to re F, Rhodes, Principal of the School, 
suggesting that he have the boys examined, and 
certificate of health completed before leaving Prince 
Albert when he came there for other pupils returning 
to School after the vacations. 

Though informed to do so on a certain date 
Pear's two boys did not come to Prince Albert, and 
were left behind. I later saw Bear who stated he had 
no means of transportation from the reserve to Prince 
Albert, and that although he had asked another Indian 
to bring the boys along with his children he had not 
called for them. The two boys are still at the reserve, 
and are attending the day school there, 

r. F,. Rhodes called me on long distance 
phone this P.¥. stating he would be at Prince Albert 
on Wednesday the 27th. instant, and would go from 
there to John Smith's Reserve for the boys, provided 
thre is no objection to them being placed in his 
school, adding that he had been informed in writing 
that his Lordship Biship BWrd, of Prince Albert objected 
to Anglican children from another reserve and agency) 
being placed in his school.

Indian Health Unit, now writes the Department as follows :- 


“Her last X-Ray plates show she is now fit 
to return to school but she should be checked fre- 
quently during the next six months to be certain 
she is not going to have a relapse. 

"Me. F. Rhodes, Principal of File Hills School, 
ie willing to accept her as a temporary pupil, pro- 
vided it is agreeable to the Department and the 
Anglican Church. 

“If she is admitted to File Hills School she 
will be seen yegulerhy by me and X-Rayed whenever 
necessary. Should she be sent direct to Onion 
Lake that would not be possible. Provided she 
shows no evidence of breaking down between now and 
sumer vacation, she will be returned home and will 
enter Onion Lake School following the holidays. 

“I would be pleased if you would inform me 
whether these arrangements mect with your approval 
or not at an early date, if possible. 1 am not 
only anxious for this girl to continue her 
education but her bed in the hospital is required 
for another urgent case." 


In view of the Medical Superintendent's report, the 
Dogaatnens is approving of this girl being placed in the File 
Hills Residenti School until June 30th, next.

I am also attaching a letter dated Octr.20th ,1936 from Nokusis 
giving his reasons why he wants his children transferred to 
the QutAppelle Indian School. 

I have conferred with Mr. Rhodes, the Principal of 
the File Hills Sehool on this matter, and he informed me that 
no concessions were given to the Nokusis children when they 
were placed in school, that they were to be taught the same as 
the other pupils and to which Alex. Nokusis agreed. lr. Rhodes 
repudiates the statements in Nokusits letter, which I do too. 

In view of previous correspondance and in all fairness 
to the children, I would recommend they be kept in the File Hills 
School. 

On Octr. 13th ,1936 I received from the QutAppelle 
Indian School admission of George, another son of this man. 
I wrote to the Principal of this school stating I was holding 
the forms here meanwhile, and explained to him that three of 
the Nokusis children were in the File Hills Sehool and 1 did 
not like to see the family split up so. I now learn that Nokusis 
signed an application for the same child to be admitted to the 
File Hills School near the end of Vw 36.

In reviewing all the correspondence in connection 
with these applications, it will be noted that all parties 
concerned were reed that the father, Alex Nokusis, is recognised 
as Roman Catholic but, apparently, both the father and mother 
wished their children at that time educated in the File Hills 
Residential School and it will be specially noted that, in the 
letter addressed to Rev. Father Leonard on February 16, 1931, 
the decision to approve their admission to the File Hills School 
was based on the wishes of the parents. 


On this file will be found a letter dated October 6, 
1936, from Alex Nokusis, requesti the transfer of his children 
sves phe File Hills School to the Qu'Appelle Indian Residential 
chool. 


There is, also, on this file, Agent Dodds’ letter of 
October 19, 1936. 


It appears from this correspondence that Nokusis is now 
desirous of having his children educated under the religious 
auspices of the Church to which he himself belongs. It has not 
Deen our practice in the past to transfer children from one Indian 
residential school to another conducted under different religious 
pe ices, but we have, in cases such as this, discharged the 
3 dren.

On this file will be found a letter dated October 6, 
1936, from Alex Nokusis, requesting the transfer of his children 
from the File Hills School to the Qu'Appelle Indian Kesidential 
School.

The Department has received your letter of the 
19th instant, also letter from Alex Nokusis, with reference 
to his children. 


These letters have been very carefully considered 
and we have, also, reviewed all the correspondence at the 
time the two children of Nokusis were admitted to the File 
Hills Indian Residential School in 1931. 


lt was noted from this correspondence that all 
parties concerned were agreed that the father, Alex Nokusis, 
was recognized as a Roman Catholic. if the provisions of 
the Indian Act had been strictly followed, his children would 
not have been placed in the File Hills indian Residential 
Sehool. However, at that time, the Department decided, in 
view of the express desire of the father to send them to 
File Hills, to approve the admission of the children to that 
school. 


It is now definitely established that Nokusis 
desires his children educated in a school conducted under 
the auspices of the religion to which he belongs. It is 
felt that his wishes should now be respected in the same 
manner as they were respected in 1931 and, consequently, 
the Department is prepared to approve the admission of 
George Nokusis to the qu'Appelle indian Residential School. 
You should, therefore, forward the usual application form 
and certificate of health for our consideration. 


When children are once admitted to a residential 
school, it has not been our practice to transfer them to 
another school conducted under different religious auspices. 
However, when the parents insist, the Department has always 
granted the discharge of the children. You should, therefore, 
inform the Principal of the File Hille Residential School 
that we desire Maurice Nokusis - No. 164; and Mildred 
Nokusis - No. 0190; to be returned to their father at the 
end of December.

I am in receipt of a communication from Indian Agent Dodds 
to the effect that he has received instructions from the Department 
that the above mentioned Pupils of this School are to be returned to 
their Father at the end of December. 


I am not aware of the contents of the letters forwarded to the 
Department by the Indian Agent or Alex Nokusis either at the time 
Nokusis desired to place his children in this School or when he desired 
that they be transferred to the Qu'Appelle Indian Residential School, 
I do know however that when he wished to place his chiléfen in this 
School he very definitely refused (verbally) to place them in the 
Qu'Appelle Residential School and re-affirmed his desire to plave 
them in this School continually. 

It might interest the Department to kmow that Nokusis came 
to my Office during the latter part of July and signed an application 
for the admission of his Son George to this School, this action was 
entirely voluntary on his part, I prepared the necessary forms and 
he signed them willingly, a few weeks after I received an intimation 
that he wishedto have his children transferred to the Qu'appelle 
Residential School, I interviewed Nokusis on this subject and he . 
informed me that this was so, when I asked him the reason the only 
rply he could give was that people were talking, though he could not 
definitely tell me what they were saying, I took this to be rather 
a flimsy reason and endeavoured to asceréain if pressure had been 
brought to bear upon Nokusis to have his children transferred to the 
Qu'Appelle Residential School, I failed to gather any information 
regarding this however. 

I would point out that the mother of these children is a 
Protestant and a graduate of this School and still desires that they 
remain in this School, however I am fully aware that the mothers wishes 
are not generally considered in matters of this description, I simply 
mention this so that the Department may see that this desire is not 
unanimously supported by both parents. 

I am very much opposed to these children being transferred 
to the Qu'Appelle Residential School, the older children Maurice & 
Mildred have now been in this School nearly six years, the Boy is 1§ 
and the girl 12 and they have become settled in their work, it is 
going to take some time for them to adjust themselves to another 
School, I note that the Department are anxious to respect the wishes 
of the parent, I think they are rather whims. 

I have been informed that a similar case has been brought to 
the attention of the Department recently, I refer to the case of the 
Wasna children of the Assiniboine band at Sintaluta, who are now 
resident in the Brandon Residential School, if I am not mistaken ikke 
both parents of these children are Roman Catholio and yet their 
request to have their children transferred to the Qu'Appelle Residen- 
tial School was not granted, are not these two cases very similar?.

The Department is in receipt of your letter of the 30th 
ultimo, with reference to the Nokusis children. 


The Department has eavefulig reviewed all the correspond- 
ence at the time the two children of okusis were admitted to the 
File Hille Indian Residential School in 1931. It is noted from 
this correspondence that all rties concerned at that time were 
agreed that the father, Alex okusis, was recognised as a Roman 
Catholic. If the provisions of the Indian Act had been strictly 
followed, his children would not have been placed in the File Hillis 
Indian Residential School. However, in view of the express desire 
of the father to send them to File Hills, the De tment decided to 
approve their admission, at that time, to the File Hills School. 


It is now definitely established that Nokusis desires 

his children educated in a school conducted under the auspices of 
the religion to which he belongs. It is felt that his wishes should 
now be respected in the same manner a8 they were respected in 1931. 
When similar cases arise in connection with other Indian residential 
schools, it has been our practice to grant the discharge of the 
children and, therefore, Mr. Agent Dodds was notified to advise 

ou that the Nokusis children should be discharged from the Pile 

lls Residential School at the end of December. I feel certain 
that you will cooperate with the Department in thie matter.

I beg to remind you that you gave me to 
understand when I saw you at Qu'Appelle that you would 
do something to restore the salary to me which was taken 
away some time ago. What you did then was simply this, 
with one hand you gave a possible $240.00 and with the 
other you immediately withdrew a certain $400.00. A 
reduction sto me of $160.00 for no other reason than 
because I had undertaken to do three times my previous 
work, in fact because I sought to do real work in 
advancing uhe Deparunent's work instead of the uhcertain 
and unsatisfactory work of a day school.

Referring to the Department's letter of above 
date and number inclosing a memoranéum of 
information relating to Indian Boarding schools, 
also a copy of the contract which the Department 
proposes to enter into with the Church Authorities 
for thesonduct of such schools,- 

TI notice the Boarding school on Gordon's 
reserve is classified as Church Property.I think 
you will find that this is a governfment building. 
This matter has probably been brought to your 
notice by the Church authorities tefore this.I shall, 
after hearing from you on this point , give you 
©11 the information I can, so that the building may 
be put into shape to comply with the Department's 
requirements. 

As the contract calls for competent farm 
instructors st the different schools,I think it 
would he wise to inform the Church authorities 
at once that a farmer will have to be appointed 
at Gordon's,so that they could take steps to be

on the look out for a good man,and also to 
provide proper equipment for him to carry on 
his work, If this matter is left till April 
we may not get © man till mddsummer, and this 
will mean a summer lost for this line of work. 

T hope the Department will be firm and not 
pay the new grant until the terms of the contract 
are fully complied with,and I think it is only fair 
that the church should be notified as to what we 
expect them to have in the way of a staff,so that 
they can be ready to earn the erant offered, This 
school should have a teacher,as I pointed out in 
my last report on this subject. 

I would ask if it is the intention of the 
Department to insist on qualified teachers being 
employed.T notice the agreement does not specially 
mention this. 

There is another matter that I wish to bring 
to your attention, I notice that the contract 
states that children under seven years of age,are 
not to be admitted to Boarding schools,notwithstanding 
the fact that the printed regulations I have to-day 
received state specifically that all Indian children 
between the age of six and fifteen should attend 
some school. T would point out that unless the 
Department insists on Industrial and Boarding schools 
following the same rule,it will seriously work to 
the disadvantage of the latter. I am satisfied that 


if 
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if the Boarding school here, for instance, 

waits till every child is seven years of age, 

it will run a very poor chance of getting children 

of Pagan Indians. I think there should be some 

Principals 

way of stopping ehdidven of all schools from 

taking children into school before they reach 

the proper age limit,which I think should be 

the same for all schools. This is often done so 

as to make sure of getting the child. I have 

on different occasions pointed out that all 

applications for admission of children to school 

should come through the Agent of the District 

in which the child lives, If this rule were followed, 

there would be no children admitted to any school 

before the age limit set by the Department. Then 

there is another point,-if children are admitted 

to school without reference to the resident Agent, 

Principals have to guess the child's age,and a 

child of five might he taken into the school as 

seven,in order to secure it and make it a wage- grant 

earner . “he Agent's office \.as a complete record 

of all births and if the plan of admitting children 

to school through that office were followed, the 

difficulties T have referred to would be obfviated , 
T hope before very long to make you a report

Under Section 9 of the Regulations,a child petween 


the ages of six and fifteen,who is not Wing 
educated may be placed in an Industrial or 
Boarding school until the age of eighteen years. 
Now what I wished to point out is that your 
contract distinctly says one thing and your 
regulations another,and Industrial schools not 
covered by the Contract ,have a decided advantage 
over the school that is. 

I quite understand that it is your intention 
that these regulations are not to be acted upon 
without first obtaining your sanction, but I would 
point out that the Department have furnished Principals 
of schools and Agents with copies of these 
regulations,and all a Principal or Agent has to 
do in nine cases out of ten,when children are 
found not attending school,is to read clause No 9,

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of the regulations, and the parents at once 
realize that they must send their children to 
school. In doing this there is no violation of the 
regulations. My main object in writing as I did 
was to point out that children are being 

admitted to Indi strial and Boarding schools at 

the age of six years and under,and to point 

out that schools under the contract will be at a 
disadvantage if they are not placed on the same 
basis as the schools not pYder the contract. 

I am surprised to learn that you think all 
applications for admissions to Indian Schools are 
either sent through the office of the Indian 
Agent,from whose Agency the children are recruited, 
or approved by these officers, as this is far 
from being the case. I have been living quite 
close to the Qu'Appelle Industrial school for 
the last fifteen years,and I have never yet known 


of a single case where the application came through 


thdoffice . There are over one hundred and fifty 


children in this Institution from File Hills and 
Qu'Appelle Agencies,and I am safe in saying none 
of these children have been admitted through 
the course you suggest,although it was quite 
practicable . 

The Department will,I think, find letters 
on file from me from time to time urging that 
applications for admissions should go through the 
Agent's office,and you will naturally understand my

The Committee on Gordon's Indian School begs to submit its 


report. 


There have been some important changes since the last report. 
Mr. Mark Williams, the Principal of the School, resigned his posi- 
tion in March of this year, and Mr. Dudley Ward has been appoint- 
ed as Principal and his wife as Matron. Miss Smalley is assistant 
Matron, We regret that since his appointment Mr. Ward has had 
t very serious iliness, which has incapacitated him for work, Last 
year Mr. Cooper was appointed to the teaching staff of the School, 
ind Mr, Murison, the Indian Agent, reports very favorably of his 
work. There is a full complement of scholars, and no difficulty is 
tuticipated in keeping the numbers up to thirty. A new agreement 
les been entered into with the Indian Department, by which the 
School will now receive one hundred dollars grant per capita. Part 
of the new agreement provides that the male pupils are to be in- 
structed in gardening, farming, the care of stock or such industries 
is are sultable to their local requirements Steps will have to be 


ken by the Committee to carry out this part of the agreement. 


it is interesting to note that for the year ending March, 1911, 
the Prineipal was able to report a clean bill of health amongst 
the pupils.

I have been spending a day or two here after adminis- 
tering confirmation in St. Luke's Church on the reserve to four- 
teen of the children on Sunday last and have had the opportunity 
of talking over matters with both the Principal of the school 
and the Indian Agent. 

The addition to the school provides accommodation for 
several more children and I am asking tho Department t make 
allowances for 7 seven more children. The work being carried 
on is satisfactory in every particular and the addition just 
Gompleted will make it possible to provide for the seven children 
without crowding. 

Tae accommodation provided for the staff is very un- 
satisfactory but undoubtedly the principal is thinking chiefly 
of the childrens' needs. 

I am enclosing a statement IT have received from the 
prinoipal which tells its own story. If the work is to continue 
and grow as we desire we must have a new and larger school and 


I do hope the Department will begin to prepare for its provision 
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as early as possible next year. 

The improvement in the school has been very marked 
during the last three years and naturally I am very anxious that 
proper provision shall be made both for those children now 
committed to our care and also for those who should be partakers 
of the benefits provided in the school.

In my recent visit of inspection to Gordon's Boarding 
School and discussing various matters with Yr. Atwater, the 
Principal, I sugeested to him that it would be a good thing to 
bring the number of pupils up to fifty. He has now forty-seven, 
and he told me that he would be very glad if thie could be done as 
he has the room for them and children available and parents 
anxious to send them, As you are well aware the increased cost of 
living in the last two months makes it somewhat difficult to 
finance the school with the present per capita grant, and naturally 
the increase in numbers would help us in that direction. I shall 
be grateful therefore if you will interest yourself in the matter 
to have the number of pupils increased to fifty and the grant made 
accordingly. Everything is going on very satisfactorily at the 


school so far as the teaching is concerned and the other work. The 


farming operations have been very successful and they had a very 


good crop of cereals and roots. 

In company with the Agent and Francis Sears, one of the 
head men of the Reserve, I went over the land which it is proposed 
to exchange for the half-section which we own to the west of the 
school. This exchange hae been hanging fire for some time &nd it 
would he a great advantage every way if the matter could be put 


through without further delay. 
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The Principal is anxious to have a little more land under 
cultivation. He is a bit circumscribed in that respect at the 
present time and it would be a great advantage if he had the land 
which hes heen surrendered by the Indians in order that he might 
fence pastures and cultivate a little more of the land immediately 
round the school. 

I shall be grateful therefore if you can do anything to 


expedite the above matter.

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REPORT OF THE INDIAN COMMITTEE 


TO THE MEMBERS OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE: 


MY LORD AND GENTLEMEN; 


On 8. John the Baptist's Day, June 24th, an important step 
in connection with the Indian Work of the Diocese was taken when Mr. 

W. H. B. Seharpe and Mr. A. J. Lawes were ordained in 8. Luke's Church, 
Gordon's Reserve, for work amongst the Indians. There was « large 
gathering of Clergy, who took part in the service, and the Chureh was 
filleé with a congregation, Indians and white people from the surround- 
ing district. It was an event to which many in the Diocese had looked 
forward with much interest and it was felt to be a step in the right 
direction for the extension of the Church's work amongst the Indians 
committed to our care. 

On the same day a Meeting of the Indian Committee of the 
Diocese was held at Gordon's Indian School. All the Members of the 
Committee were present, together with the Principal of the School. 

Matters connected with the School and with the Indian Work 
generally were thoroughly discussed, and as some of these concerned 
the Department of Indian Affaire it was deemed expedient that the 
Chairman of the Indian Committee present a report of the meeting to 
the Bxeoutive Committee for their action thereon. 

Vor some time past an effort has been made for a transfer of 
land belonging to the Synod for an equal amount belonging to the 
Indians and it was recommended that the Zast half of section 4-27-17 W2 
consisting of 318 acres be exchanged for the N. &. ¢ of section 3 and 
the N. W. 4 of section 2 in the same township and range. Mr. Murison, 
the Indian agent, has since informed me that he has obtained the 
sanction of the Indians to this exchange. It was arranged that the k 
Government should retain ten acres of the N. UB. of section 3 by motes f 
and bounds, being the site on which Gordon's School stands, together 
with a road allowance connecting the said ten acres with the nearest 


Sovernment road allowance. 
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.” Accommodation having had to be provided for the Rev. A. J. 
Lawes by the addition of a room to the new wing of the School, this 


being done with the consent of the Indian Agen?, it was decided to ask 
the Department to defray the cost of the same. ; me 

The present method of lighting the school is very unsatisfactory 
and according to the repert of School Inspector MeKechnie dangerous. In 
his official report he makes the following statement: "The danger of fire 
in the present building, lighted as it is by kerosene lamps and heated by 
stoves and without an adequate water supply, is very great. It is 
providential that no tragedy has so far occurred. The Federal author- 
ities should be vigorously informed that a new and up-to-date sohool 
building is absolutely necessary for the carrying on of this important 
work". The Committee felt that the Department should be urged to 
instal the Delco system of electro-lighting. i 

The orying need at the present time is a new school building. 

“It was stated by the Indian Agent that at least thirty more children 
could be brought into the school if the accommodation were provided. 
The present accommodation is for fifty. The need is for a school to 
accommodate eighty to one hunfred children. There are twenty-three 
children of school age on the Fishing Lake Reserve and the parents of 
these children are anxious for a school. There are fifty-four children 
at Nut Mountain Reserve but the parents are against education for their 
children. The Committee feel that the children from Day Star School 
should be brought to Gordon's at the age of fourteen. The advantage 
of a boarding school over a day school is that from the day school 
ehildren can be discharged from the age of fourteen whilst at a 
boarding school they can be retained until the age of eighteen. 

A Cottage Hospital is another great need for the children 
during illness and for necessitous cases from the Reserve and particu- 
larly maternity cases. Already $142.25 have been spent this year for 
@ pupil having to be taken to a hospital at Saskatoon. Under present 
conditions the Matron has to give up her room for any case requiring 
isolation and has herself to undertake the nursing. The Department 


should be asked to make some provision along the lines suggested. 
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The question of providing a school at Fishing Lake was 
discussed by the Comittee and after hearing what the Indian Agent 
had to say it was felt that the best solution was the providing of 
@ larger school at Gordon's Reserve and bringing the children from 
Fishing Lake to the latter place. Further information, however, 
on the subject has led to a different conclusion and I new feel 
that it is important that we should have a sot.col at Fishing Lake. 
The urgency of the need is all the more evident when the fact is 
known that constantly children have to be refused admission to 
Gordon's for lack of room. The confidence of the Indians in the 
school is very great and makes it all the more incumbent upon the 
Church to do all in Her power to further the interests of the 
school and through the ixewutive Committee to bring these facts 
before the Department of Indian Affairs, praying them to take 
immediate steps to provide acoomnodation for the children of 
school age on these Reserves. 

In view of the loss of such Indian Schools as Ulkhorn, 
Middlechureh, Battleford, Calgary, to the Churoh of England, the 
Committee should view with alarm the possibility of the effective 
work of Gordon's Indian School being retarded through laek of 
proper provision by the Department, and in asking on behalf of the 
Indian Committee for the adoption of this Report, I would respect- 
fully request the Executive Committee through the Bishop of the 
Diocese to bring these facts before the Department of Indian Affairs 
with a view to steps being taken for the improvement of existing 
conditions.

Reserves come under the jurisdiction of the 
Chureh of England and are the special care of the 
Diocese of Qu’Appelle, . This being the case, it was 
with peculiar pleasure that the writer accepted an 
invitation to visit the settlements. | W 1 could 
tell my readers that Gordon Reserve porsesses 4 
boarding schoo! similar to the beautiful and famed 
Indian Industrial School in Brandon. Such is na. 
the case. He never_saw a more dilapidated and 
insafiltary institution. The rooms are small and 
dai low pitched and very badly ventilated—if a 
all., Conveniences there are none; sleeping apart- 
ments reek with foul air; kitchen and dining-hall 
are underground, and conditions here are aoomnable 
—fit breeding places for all kinds of diseases, Files 
and insects swarm over everything. In one dormi~ 
tory containing: some twenty beds, but which had 
cubic air space for only four, was an ordinary pump 
by which rain water is brought into the room for 
washing purposes from an old tank in the damp 
and fetid cellar! And yet the State and Church are 
content that these things should remain so. It ts 
disgusting! It is acrime! We begged the principal 
to excuse us remaining longer, and hurriedly souzht 
the pure air of the rolling prairie; but not before we 
had taken a snapshot of the forty odd scholars, wose 
faces clearly show the effects of such insanitary and 
dismal accommodation. F 

The only sweet thing about the place is the very 
real sacrifice being made by the Rev. Mr. Attwater 
and his two daughters, who are spending thetr lives 
in an endeavor to educate and Christianize the boys 
and girls of the Reserve. These servants ot God share 
the same disqomforts and dangers with their brown 
skinned charges. Apparently Bishop Harding 1s 
powerless to remedy these disgraceful affairs, and 
the Indian Departmentat Ottawa Is too deaf and too 
blind to hear the pleas and see the needs of these 
poor Indians for whom Christ died. - 

The good Bishop admits that conditions at Gor- 
don School have caused him much anxiety during 
the last few years! Plans for a new school, we are 
told, have been drawn ani furnished the Indian 
Committee—but this story his been told for years 
past when complaints have beeu made 

I shall never forget my visit to Day Star Reserve. 
An Overland speeded us aicng toe winding trails 
through the ge settlement for natural 
beauty begs description. honk, honk of the 
horn brought the Indians from their tepees, hute 
and lairs. We were told these were pure pagans and 
all efforts to Christianize them had proved in vain. 
Mrs, Turner, a highly educated, refined and trained 
medical missionary from England, and her husband 
have been sent by the Bishop of Qu’Appelle to labor 
amongst these aboriginies. Their tusk is a difficult 
one, and as yet little results are seen to encourage 
them in their heroic work. For the past eleven 
months it has been impossible to get the natives to- 
gether for any kind of service, and the work among 
the dozen children who are attending day school is 
also slow and sadly disappointine Mr. ‘Turner 
tells us that the natives are more impressed by the 
vegetable garden he has oultivated than anything 
else. They will come to his little plot and sit for 
hours beside a growing swede-turnip or cauliflower 
mumbting to themselves the while. Here the Indians 
live in all their primitive condition, Sickness is very 
rampant among them, The influenza carried many of 
them to the “happy hunting ground,” one woman 
alone losing eight children and sixteen grand-chil- 
dren! Mrs. Turner informs us that the Indian very 
ouickly gives himself up to death. When sick, he 

—and he dies just because he 

it on the floor of his 

tent, put his hands around his knees, drop his head, 

and sit there until he is spirited away—it may be 
for weeks—and in this posture he {is buried! 

Here again is seen the neglect of both Church and 
State. Why? Let us hope that as a result of the 
Anglican Forward Movement the Indian Missions 
will be bet‘er cared for, and our Church should vig- 

iy “bombard” the Indian Department with di 
for better equipment and modern buildings in 
on missionary and educational work 
on Gordon and Day Star Reserves.

I am in receipt of your letter # 121-1-10 
dated Dedember 3rd 1923 in reference to truancy 
at Gordon School. 

I beg to imform you that for the last 
two or three months a number of the pupils have 
been rumming away and im many cases some of the 
boys have run away several times, as soon as they 
were brought back to school they would be away 
again in a few days time. 

I beg to say that sometime ago I held an 
investigation at the School to try and get to the 
bottom of the trouble, I had a good talk to the 
children and a number of the parents were present. 

The conclusion I came to was that 
Mr Atwater is hardly capable of handleing the 
situation at present as Principal and in consequence 
too much of the management is left to Mr Handly. 

This man is certéimly not the stamp 

that should be employed at an Indiam Boarding School 
he is officious and domineering and the boys complained 
to me about the way he treated them. 

I informed the Principal about this as he was 
present at the time and he quite agreed with me, 
and I was under the impression that he was going to 
eet rid of him. 

I am quite aware that Mr Atwater has done splendid 
work amongst the Indians on Gordon Reserven and of 
course he cannot help is health or age. The Departmen 
should insist on ir Faary being removed from the School 

4 that a man with proper qualifications be sent to assis’ 
Atwater with the work. I would also recommend 
hat ome or two of the boys be sent to some other School 
as &@ lesson to the other children. As this state of 
affaires cannot go on I trust the Department will act on 
my recommendation.

Indian Residential School. Truancy on the part of pupile 
is of euch frequent ocourrence, that I fear the usefulness 
of the institution ie much impaired. Since October first, ~, 
last, the Department hae received 19 reporte from the Royal (4, 
sz Police, which are relative to efforts to return 
absentees. 


Mr. Inepector Chrietianson, of the Indian 
Commiesioner's office in your city, wae asked to make a 
special report and it ie with regret that I quote from hie 
communication: “Mr. Atwater ie hardly capable of handling 
the situation at present, and, in consequence, too much of 
the manacement ie left to Mr. Handly. This man ie certainly 
not the stamp that should be employed at an Indian boarding 
school - he ie officioue and domineering." Our Inepector 
also states that the Principal agreed ir. Handly wae not the 
proper type; and I have to request that Your Lordship take 
steps to have a properly qualified incumbent appointed to 
aeeiet Mir. Atwater in hie important work. Ae I suggested 
in my letter of June 19th, last, an officer of real capacity 
and worth should be secured. Perhape it would be well, at 
thie time, to appoint a Rev. Gentleman who could take over 
the principalehip in the near future.

The Lord Bishop of Qu‘'Appelle sent Arehdeacon Knowles up 
last week to investigate the cause of the truancy of pupils of 
Gordon's School during the past summer,the alleged cause being the 
attitude of my engineer,Mr-Handley,towards the boys- 

As twice as many girls as boys ran away,even small yirls seven 
years of age,with whom Ar-Handley has nothing to do,a primae facie 
case against him could scarcely be considered. 

Mr-Inspector Christianson was asked by me to come go the sehool 
and investicate matters,and 1 invited the parents of the children 
here to make their complaints,instead of running to the Agency with 
them-The complaint they had to make against Handley was,that he had 
& rough way of speaking to the boys,but the boys themselves,who had 
Yun away,made no complaint agaiost Handley-They gave various reasons 
fér truancy-Two of them ran away because they did not like picking up 
potatoes after the potato digger,others,that they were not paid for 
doing work outside;another that he had to cut some wood two or three 


times. 
At the close of the investigation,&r-Christianson,in speaking 


to the children assembled in the sehoolroom with members of the Staff, 
stated that although he had been informed by some of the people that

The Indians always have complaints galore about Indian dAygents,and

i have Qlways aimed at a strict line of duty,rather than pleasing 
the people,which,everywhere is impossible. 


The only objection to Mr-Handley is that his temper gets the better 
of him at times,as for instanee when,as on two occasions,boys have gone 
to the engine room and broken the wire connecting the magneto with the 
spark plug,or stolen tarred tape off the electric wire:but he merely 
talks forcibly,and never on any occasion has used any objectionable 
language. 

The doetor,who is the Department's Medical Health Officer,secured 
Handley's services for me three years ago,and it is his opinion that 
life in the trenehes is responsible for his erratic temper,which,how- 
ever,affects the Staff more than it does the pupils. 

He is a most useful man and is always ready to do any kind of work 
for the seheol or for the good of the pupils. 

He now understands the heating and lighting system and manages the

; In accordance with your Lordship's tnstructions I visited 
Gordon's School on Saturday Evening Dec. 29th. and remained until the Sunday 
afternoon. 

The Rev. Atwater seemed in very good spirits and assisted 
me in every possible way in regard to obtaining information regarding the 
questions of Truancy and the trouble about Mr. Handly. 


With regard to Truancy I found that, as stated by the Depart 
ment, there had been a number of cases since May 1923. It is most difficult 
for me to report upon each occurrence as the school does not keep a diary, 
and it would be necessary to obtain information from the Police reports. 


Truancy has be a frequent occurrence in many Indian Boarding 
Schools for some time past, and perhaps the trouble at Gordonés has been 
accentuated by the fact that until this Summer they had very few cases as 
compared with other schools. Another factor which may have accentu- 
ated the matter may be that in some other schools the culprits may be left 
for several days before the Police are notified- during which time many 
may return or be brought back by parents or others. 


Truancy to some extent is a natural offence in that Indian 
children are apt to take advantage of a sudden impulse for adventure, or to 
see their parents. Also there appear to have been certain ringleaders who 
have dared the others to follow them. In every case reported to me it was 
the staff of the school which had taken the initiative in seeking the truants, 
and in particular Mr. John Handly, using his own car, had immediately sought 
for them. On some occasions he was accompanied by the Police. 


Mr. Rhodes of the File Hill School called on the Rev. Atwéter 
and spoke of his difficulties in regard to runaways. Archdeacon McKay also 
visited Gordon's and spoke of his troubles in this regard. Muskowikans 
and Lebret have also had similar difficulties. 


The punishment for this offence is now to be to increase 
by six months the term of attendance at the school, which in the case of the 
Older pupils it is expected will have a salutary effect. There have been 
no cases during the last month. 


Re John Handly:- I spent considerable time with the Rev. 
Atwater, Miss Atwater and Miss McLeish regarding the charges made by the 
Department that "he is certainly not the stamp of man that should be em- 
ployed in an Indian Boarding School- he is officious and domineering" 
As far as I could find, Handly seems to have been an energetic and faithful 
Servant. Working on the somparatively small salary of ® 50 per month and 
board he has been used in the capacity of the Principal's right-hand. 


Enlisting in the 28th. Batt from Regina in I9I5 he served 
in the Great War and rose to the position of Sergeant. He was at Mons on 
Nov. IIth. I9I8 and served in Germany till July I9I19, He came to Gordon's 
in July I98I. Of a quick temper and rather nervous disposition, perhaps 
due to his service, he must be blamed for many acts of impatience, but in 
most cases under some provocation. 


The condition of affairs at the School has been that Handly 
has occupied @ place above his position as regards education, but htis can- 
not be said to be his fanlt. In many ways the staff has depended upon him, 
until it has become the habit to go to him rather than to the Principal 


In the end of November, after the investigation held by 
Inspector Christianson, the, Principal gave him a month's notice. 
The man was terribly upset and went away weeping, blaming himself for his 
hasty temper and foolishness. He returned to the Principal appologising, 
and sfeting his whole heart was in the work of the school, asked to be ; 


a Bnother shance, Dr. Phillips commenting on the situation said 
If Handly goes the Rev. Atwater will not be able to continue. 
The Principal asked that Handly be kept on until say the end of June, 
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3 
7 ben, . Hick, the acting Agent at Punnichy who supported the statement of 
the Departemnt that Handly had spoken roughly to the Indians calling 
at the school, but did not associate his actions with any of the truancy 
cases. He stated definitely that the posttion Handly occupied was 
beyond his ability and education, but admitted that if he were kept in 
his position by an Assistant Principal he would prove a valuable servant. 


Under the circumstances, my Lord, and from all the information I could 

gather, the situation indicates that the Rev. Atwater would be able to 
arry on without serious difficulty to himself, and that further thouble 
ith Hahdly would be obviated by the appointment, as recommended by the 
epartment, of a man in "Holy Orders” either Deacon or Priest, who could 
ot at the Principal's right-hand, both in the school and on the reserve. 


The ingt ttends St. Luke's Church once a month, for Celebrations, 
is fpedlabd acting as Reader for the other Services during the month. 
I not think Mr, Brownlee could take just the position in the School 
or on the Reserve which the situation requires. As regards education he 
does not appear to have sufficient advancement to be able to take up a 
course of study under the Principal, and apparently no progress has been 
made in that way.

Archdeacon Knowlee and am pleaced to learn it is agreed that 
a strong aseistant principal must be appointed without delay. 
Pursuant to your request, I showed the Archdeacon'e report 
to Mr. Commigsioner Graham and had an opportunity of diecue- 
sing it thoroughly with him. 


Relative to the services of Mr. Handley, it ie 
Clear that he ie not fitted for the position he occupies. In 
confirmation of thie opinion I wieh to quote from a 
supplementary report, received today from lir. Inepector 
Christianeon. Corporal Melleil, of the R. C. M. P., who

I beg to inform you that the matter 
f increasing the pupilage at the Gordon Residential School 
is one that I think the Department should give consideration 
to without delay. 


While this school has not got the 
prescribed air space of 6500 cubic ft. per pupil, it has 
sufficient air space to meet the requirements of the Health 
Department of the Province of Saskatchewan. I may say I 
took this matter up with the Deputy Minister of Health, and 
he agreed with me that 400 cubic ft. was quite ample, in 
fact less if proper attention was given to ventilation, 
such as keeping the windows open, etc. I venture to 
there are very few white boarding schools in this Province, 
or in any other province of the West that provide 500 Subic 
ft. of air per pupil; certainly the hotels or public places 
that are under Government control do note 


Now the question is simply this; we 
have accommodation here for more children than the school 
is paid a grant for; the school authorities are under- 
taking to give these children an education, and I may say 

J that they are not going out through the country to hunt 
for these children; they are brought to the school and 
they have simply taken them in. It seems to me the 

\ Department would be doing the best thing in paying a grant 
for the children thus brought in, in order that we may make 
use of all the space available in the schools which are now 

yw in existence, before undertaking to build any more.

The Ven. Archdeacon Knowles, Chairman 
of our Indian Committee, and the Reve M.C.T. 
Percivall, Principal of Gordon's Indian Residential 
School, have being considering with me the real 
need for an increase in the per capita grant which 
now stands at $155.00 per annum. 

I have just returned from a visitation 
at Gordon's, Fishing Lake and Day Star's Schools 
and have considered carefully in particular with 
the Principal and Chairman of our Indian Committee 
the present position and needs of Gordon's School. 


We feel we must ask the Department to increase the 


per capita grant to $170.00 per annum per gaia for 


the following reasons:- 
1eThat the School is now receiving a minimum of 
100 pupils. The number on the roll at present 


is 106. This neccesitates an increase in the staff. 
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It is necessary to appoint a resident Farm 
Inetructer for work all the gear round in order 
to increase the instruction of the boys in 
agriculture and oversee their practical work in 
the fipld and garden- This will mean bath an 
additional cost and also much additional to the 
instruction given in the School. 

3-e We find the assistance we have previously received 
from the Dominion Woman's Auxiliary may be 
seriously decresed in 1929¢ 

4. An increased amount must also be expended by the 
School in connection with the clothing of the 
Children, particularly the boyse 

5. We wish to call the Departments attention to the’ 
fact that the School is situated 74 miles South 
of the town of Punnichy. The annual consumption 
of coal is 1400 to 1450 tons per annum, 15 tons 
of flour, besides groceries gasoline, oil and 
other supplied. This requires daily teaming from 
the Town to the School and is an expensive item 
on the School accounte 

6- We notice also the per capita grant to other 
Schools in the vicinity is considerably larger 
than the per capita grant to Gordon's.

For these reasons I feel we may justly 
ask the Department of Indian Affairs to increase 
the per capita grant to Gordon's School by $15.00 
for each pupil for the year.

Dear Mr. Graham:<- 

I have the honour to report that, as 
per your instructions, in company with the Venerable 
Archdeacon Knowles, I visited the Gordon's Indian 
Residential School on the 27th and 28th. 

Daring the present month theré have 
been 14 cases of truancy at the school. The dhildren 
have all been brought back to the school with the 
exception of one boy who is somewhere around Saskatoon. 
I looked into this matter as thoroughly as possible 
and the conclusion I came to was that the children 
really had no reason for doing this, as I do not think 
they are being mistreated in any way. In my opinion 
it is caused by lack of proper Supervision; there has 
been no Farming Instructor there during the summer and 
no boys' supervisor. As a consequence, with bluffs all 
around the school, the children have every opportunity 
of getting out of sight of the school in a short time. 
The reason some of the boys gave for their misconduct 
was that they wanted to get out and make some money 
during the harvest ana threshing. I might, however, 
say that there is a boys' supervisor at the school 
now who was taken on a fow days ago so a closer watch 
ie being kept over the boys. 

With regard to the interior of the School, 


I went a1) over this and Mave no fault to find. Bvery- 


W. Me Graham, Beq., thing

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thing was in fairly good shape, both up and downstairs. 
Their engine and boiler roons were in splendid shape 
too - everything was tidy and in order, but it is in 
the outside management where a decided change will have 
to take place. I will just outline a few of the things 
that have happened there. 

When the Rev. Mr. Percivall took charge of 
the school in April, he found that the Farming Instructor 
was a drunkard and evidently a morally bad character, 
not only drinking himself, but giving liquor to the 
boys. He was given 30 days notice by the Rev. Mr. 
Percivall, but was there to put in the crop etc. It is 
now alleged by the Principal that the Farming Instructor 
Gipped the seed potatoes in formalin so that they wuld 
not grow. As @ consequence 6 acres of potatoes only 
yielded approximately 100 bushels and it will be necessary 
for the school to purchase abont 700 bushels of potatoes. 
The smaller seeds, such as carrots, turnips etc., were 
Planted 9" deep so that they would not grow. The result 
is that they have very few vegetables. Since this man 
was discharged they have had no Farming Inetructor at 
all, with the exception of the Indian who is working 
there. 

The outbuildings are gradually going to 
pieces - a board gets knocked off, leaving a hole, ana 
it ie not long before the boys tear off another board; 
Window panes are broken and not replaced; the yard between 
the stable and the school is littered with sticks, etc., 
and fences need repairing. ‘The yard around the farmer's 
cottage, which was finished two or three weeks ago, is 
Still littered with chips and boards eto. 


No new lana 
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No new land has been broken up and the 
school is only farming 65 acres which has got so badly 
polluted with weeds that it would not reise a orop. 

Mr. Percivall took the only course with the farming this 
Spring that he ooala@ and put in rye and oats mixed. He 
cut this crop green and is using it for feed. There is 
76 acres of land which can be broken up without doing 
any brushing at all, but one year goes by after another 
without any effort being made to break this land. I 
would also point out that absolutely no effort has been 
made, since the echool was built, to beautify the 
grounds. 

I pointed these matters out to the Ven. 
Archdeacon Knowles and the Rev. Principal, and the 
words I used to the Principal were these - “If I werehbese 
“and it was necessary, I would close up the senior school 
“room for several days so as to enable me to use all the 
“boys to get the grounds cleaned up." The remark made 
by the Principal was, "I took away 175 loads of rubbish 
“from around the school after I arrived here last spring". 

In conclusion, I might say that the outside 
work at thie school could not be worse. There is no 
supervision there at all and the school is not meeting 
the object for which it was established. I was pleased 
to note and have always known that the girls in the 
school get a good training. This is due to the work 


of the two Mise Atwaters. They are splendid women 
and have been there a long time and are efficient in 


their work. The boys are supposed to receive a training 
in farming 
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in farming and stock raising, eto., but this they are 
not getting, and the Department should insist on « man 
being placed in charge of the outside work who is 
capable of performing his duties.

{nsist that a proper man be put in charge at this 
institution, as well as a good Parming Instructor. 
Mr. Percivall, the present Principal, is retiring and 
T am commencing to think it is almost impossible to 
get @ suitable man. We have had three successive 
failures. There is no excuse for not having a reliable 
man and the Department should insist on the Church 
authorities putting one there without delay. The 
boys are not getting the training they should and 
there is no aioipline. T had Mr. Christianson go 
up and make a special inspection of this @hool and 
investigate the cause of so much truancy. I may say 
His Lordship, the Bishop o° Qu'Appelle, was in to see 
ne today and I have told him of the situation and he 
advises me that the matter of the Gordon's School is 
under discussion at Ottawa.

Such 
an appointment, the Committee feels, would be a great help to the

. © asioner will be ad to aesist you in procuring such an officer, 
‘| while the Department already provided a comfortable house for 
bnimeelf and family. A decided development of the boys’ inte rests 
im Agriculture, gardening, and out-dper sports will mean much for 
them md the School. 


The Committee feels considerable care should be exercised 
in emphasising the importance of the position of the Head Matron 
within the Institution, ad among the Staff. Seeing a house has 
been provided by the Department for the Princi and hie family 
the Principal's Wife will not now feel she holds « responsible 

osition on the Staff of the Sehool, or than anyth required of 
her more than ie required of the wife of a Parish st, or such 
interest end assistance as she may be able, as the wife of a clergyman, 
to give her husband. Saturelly, the wife will expect all the 

regard and esteem she would enjoy in « Parish, but the Committee 

feel she should be spared the responsibility that belongs to the 
Office of Matron or a member of the Staff. 


The School, as you know, is one of the moet important 
institutions in the Diceese, and has for many years called forth 
the atest interest of the Church, m4 the handmaid of the Church, 
the Women's Auxilliiary. The Principal will naturally work in the 
closest aseociation wth the Indien Department, m4 will need to 
remember that it is important thet the Department's requirements are 
met in every ioular. The Department has show itself ready 
at all times the past to support the Church in her Indian work, 
and I feel that both the Diceese and the Princi of the School 
may rely upon its whole hearted support in the ture. 


The Indian Committee feels the fimanei@ arrangements 
at the School will at all times demand the strictest care and 
attention from the Principal, ae otherwise it will be easy for 
large debts to accumlate. indeed, I feel the Principal will need 
to see that the filmanoial arrangements are under his t juris- 
diction and oversight. 


Your appointment to this position gives us much 
confi denee because you have felt called to undertake work in one of 
the widest spheres of influence, and certainly prayer mhll be 
that you may be given health and Grace to make the institution 
what the Church and the Department wish it to be. The affaires of 
the Sehool necessarily will be largely left in your hande under the 
direetion of the Venerable Archdeacon Knowles, the Chairmen of the 
Diceesan Indian Committee. 


In making the appointment I wish to thank you tor long 
and valuable assistance given me as Rural Dean of nage, and as

I have your 121-1-1, of the 13th. instant, 
with referénce to Inspector Christianson's report on the Gordon 
Indian Residential School. 


In accordance with your wishes I have under- 
taken to give special assistance in the matter of supervision, and 
I drove out to this school and back yesterday, a distance of 200 
miles, with a view of ascertaining at first hand just how matters 
stood. I was surprised on my arrival to find that no less than 
17 of the boys, pupils of the school, had deserted during the 
week, and at the time of my visit, ten of them were still at large. 
I am in receipt of a letter this morning from a party at Saskatoon, 
asking what is the matter at the school. I have no idea where the 
balance of the boys are, but I am having the Police notified at all 
points throughout the province. Conditions at this school really 
could not be worse, and it shows that the Principal is absolutely 
incompetent to manage an institution of this kind. I found the 
water down pipes at every corner of the building were battered 
flat, so that the water could only leak through. Where the pipes 
leave the building I found holes deep enough to bury a couple of 
washtubs, and the water had all summer been running in against 
the foundation, showing absolute feglect. The new stables which 
we built there a short time ago I found with the doors off the 
hinges and smashed up, and nearly all the glass broken. The 
manure carriers which were installed have disappeared, They have 
been deliverately torn down and apparently lost. The whole 
picture presented was one of neglect and destruction, and the 
Principal has completely lost control of the staff. In trying 
to get at the reason for these wholesale desertions the

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Principal told me that this was to be expected, in view of the 
manner in which the Department and the Agent handled the case 
of ohe of the boys, a lad of 16, who recently deserted from the 
school. When I heard that this boy was giving trouble I 
instructed that he be taken at once to Elkhorn. This was done, 
but he was only there a short time when he deserted and came 
back to Gordon's, and instead of having him sent back to Elkhorn, 
or to some other Anglican School at a distance, the Department 
authorized that he be discharged, Of course, this was a 
victory for the boy, and the discipline at the school, instéad 
of improving, was made much worse, and I agree with the 
Principal in this that the boy should not have been discharged. 
He has been visiting the school two or three timee a week, and 
the other boys, seeing what this boy did, will naturally follow 
his example, hoping that they will receive the same treatment 
and be discharged, I find fault with the Agent for recommending 
this. He knew perfectly well that had he called me up I would 
have insisted on the boy returning to Elkhorm, He also knew 
that it was on my instructions he was sent to Elkhorn in the 
first place. Mr. Moore did not report these desertions until 
he was forced to do so, He must share some of the responsibility 
for the conditions at the school, as he is in charge of the 
agency in which it is situated. My files show that he has 
never reported anything. Now, no matter what management this 
school is under it cannot function properly with this kind of 
supervision from the Agent, and I think you will agree with 
e that a mistake was made in handling this case of truancy 

| n this way. However, I am not attributing all the difficulty 
we are having to this, The management is lax. 


His Lordship was in to see me last week, and 
he has made another appointment to this post. The man who has 
been chosen has absolutely no knowledge of agriculture and I 
do not know what the result will be, and have told the Bishop 
80. The Church authorities are going to allow me to appoint 
a man as Ferming Instructor, who will be given more responsibility 
than any former Instructor had in connection with the management 
of the outside affairs at the school. The Bishop insists on 
having a clergyman in charge, which, to my mind is a mistake. 
I have no doubt there are clergymen who are capable of handling 
a job of this kind, but this is the fourth appointment at the 
Gordon School since Mr. Atwater died, and three of them have 
been absolute failures.

Dear Mr. Scott:— 


Mr. Eley left Punnichy this 
morning at 3 o'clock for Elkhorn, taking with him 
forty children from the Gordon's school, It will 
be necessary for him to stop over at a place called 
Nokomis from 4 a.m, until 10 a.m. and then take a 
train for Elkhorn, which will arrive there at nine 
o'clock tonight. I have arranged with the C.N.R. 
to put a heated car on the train passing through 
Punnichy and to have a heated car on from Nokomis 
to Elkhorn for their accommodation. I have also 
arranged to have the children fed at Nokomis this 
morning and a supply of food put on the train taking 
them from Nokomis to Elkhorn. 


These children will také with 
them @ certain amount of quilts and blankets, but the 
mattresses were not fit to move, being very old, and 
the beds were all destroyed, so I am purchasing new 
beds and mattresses to accommodate them at Elkhorn, 
and if any additional members of staff are required 
they will be taken over from the Gordon School, 


We still have sixty children 
to provide for on the reserve, some of them in homes 
that are not very good, and until the question of

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re-building is settled I am afraid we will have to take 
some of them into the File Hills School. I do not 
think there would be any objection on the part of the 
Church authorities to this move. If I find that these 
children cannot be handled at home I intend sending 
them to File Hills but before doing so I would acquaint 
the Church authorities with the citoumstances and get 
their approval. 


I expect Mr. Moore's report on his 
investigation as to the cause of the fire very soon, 
but in conversation over the phone I gathered that 
there was little hope of being able to say exactly 
what the cause was —- probably a match or cigarette 
thrown into the wall. 


Some of the children are housed in a 
lean-to annex which was next to the school, where the 
staff hope to carry on class-room work for the time 
being. I do not know whether this will be a success 
or not, as 1 fear the building is not fit for that 
sort of work. The work of looking after the stock 
and farming arrangements is being carried on by the 
staff that remains at the school. 


Mr. Swan, who was the building inspector 
when this school was erected, and who was in my office 
yesterday was an eye witness of the fire, and from what 
I can gather it was a long time before the building 
burst out in flames. Smoke was seen coming from under 
the floors and they started chopping holes here and 
there but were unable to get to the main body of the 
fire, which spread so much that it soon got between the 
studs and ran up past the first and second floors. 


It may be necessary for me to grant 
some assistance to these parents who have had their 
children sent home. However, this will be inquired 
into and handled in the best way possible.

When the alarm sounded I was working in the sewing-room, Three 
girl pupils were with me. We went out to the hell and up tb the 
senior class-room and saw smoke coming up through the floor by 

the radiator, Mr Siclair was stooping down over where the smoke 
was. I grabbed an extinguisher from the guest-room opposite the 
staff eitting-room and took it to the radiator by the staire slead- 
ing down to the boys' play-room and used it on the place where I 
saw smoke coming through, Miss Atwater and I took the fire hose 
off the bracket on the main floor, and ran it out towarde the 
classroom, turning the water on at the same time.

On Friday afternoon last (February let, 1929), Mr Stanford and 
myself drove over to the Old School right after dinner, and were 
retupning when we were told that the school was on fire, 

Driving up to the school I saw smoke coming from the playrooms on 
the south eide. I went right in to the gim senior boys playroom 
end saw flames in the ceiling near the radiator pipes, I then put 
an extra length on the fire hose and played on the fire there. 
After getting this out someone called that flamee were showing on 
the main floor in the candy-room, A bucket brigade played on this 
and I also played hose on it and put it out. Them se call came 
from the junior playroom where the fire wae burning between the 
ceiling and floor of the bale-room, I then was called to the 
senior boys lavatory where fire wae ragéng near the register, 
Whilet there, the partition between the two lavatories collapsed, 
I then went to the bale-room which was thick with emoke and played 
the hose there, but the smoke was tp©® thick so I took the hose 
cuteide and played through the bale-room window. The whole room 
suddenly burst into flames which were uncontrolable, JI then went 
to the senior classroom and played on it until forced out by 
smoke, and then to the junior classroom until the fire drove me 
out. I then turned to salvaging as much as possible from the 
building, As to the cause,- possibly a short-circuit; if, as 

is rumoured, a blow-torch had been used to thaw out water pipes 
this may have been the origin,

The firet intimation I had that the school was on fire was when 
the alarm rang. Mr Sinclair, Miss Lou Atwater and myself got the 
children from the school in od order and handed them over to 

Mr Williams, the boys Supervisor, Mr Sinclair, Mise Butoher and 
the two Miss Atwaters got the extinguishers and threw them around 
the register in the Senior boye classroom and in the hall where 
the smoke was puffing out, Making no headway, Mr Sinclair cut a 
hole in the floor near the register and played water on it, but 
hose wae not really long enough. By this time other people had 
arrived 60 we turned to salvaging. The firet sign of smoke 
showed near register in senior classroom, The steam pipes on the 
south side badd been repeatedly frozen during the severe cold spell 
and I wae informed that the engineer used to use a blow-torch to 
thaw them out. 


I am the teacher in the senior classroom, which is situated in 

the south end of the building, immediately over the senior boys 
playroom. At 2,10 o'clock, school time, on the afternoon of the fire 
I was with my class in the classroom when I noticed smoke coming 

up by the register whichwds situated along the south wall, 

T immediately sounded the alarm and filed the children from the 
room, This was done in perfect oder. After turning the children 
over to the matron I went down to the senior boys playroom and 
wash-room, immediately under my classroom, There was cons iderable 
emoke in the wash-room and I then went around to the junior boys 
playroom and wash-room, In this wash-room I saw flames in a hole 
which was in the partition between the two wash-roome, Two boys 
went at once for fire extinguishere and by thie time Mr Sinolair had 
come down to see the fire, and I was asked by the matron to go 

to the other end of the building to ageist with saving bedding 

from the dormitories,

At 2.05 p.m. by the schoolroom clock the Zire alarm was sounded, 
y children filed out in perfect order thinking no doubt it was 
a fire drill, Miss Atwater informed me that there was a fire in 
the senior classroom, whereupon I rushed to the said room and 
noticed smoke coming up through the floor boards, Fire exting- 
uishers were brought which were of no use; we manned the hose 
which wuzz was not long enough; started a bucket brigade con- 
sisting of Lawrence Anderson, Colin Pratt and Peter Bird, I 
bashed in the floor in the hall but there was no chance as the 
fire had already gained headway. Same proceaure in the boyéé 
playroom but it seemed beyond control. By thie time more people 
had arrived, so I went to the dormitories with two boys to save 
bedding. From the time these people arrived I was employed saving 
what was possible, As to the origin of the fire I can only surmise, 
It may have been matches, but I think not as there would have 
been too muoh draught between the boards to allow a match or 
matches to remain alight. Again it might have been the electric 
wire@, as the smoke was coming out of the floor boarde in both 
stories, also out of the turret. As to the use of the blow-torch, 
Iam in no position to testify or surmise as to whether it was 
in use that day or not, There is a rumour to that effect.

I was in my house (the old laundry) when the fire started. It 
was about fifteen minutes after I left the engine room that I 


was sent for, The biy who called me sadd there was fire in the 
senior play-room, I immediately went to engineroom and ordered 
the boy on duty to start the pump, I took an axe and broke windows 
into senior wash-room and took four exthiguishers with me; Peter 
Bird was with me, The flame was in the partition between the 
wash-roome and was right up to the top of the partition, to the 
ceiling. The flame was about two and a half feet up the partition, 
There was a hole in the partition right through to the junior 
wash-room. We threw extinguishere on flames but with no effect, 
and the heat and flames drove ue out. I then went to hose on 
basement floor and turned on water, The hose was too short to 
Teach the wash-room, so I shut off the valve in the basement and t 
took two lenghte of the basement hose and added it to the main floor 
hose and turned on standard on main floor, I then put the garden 
hose on the tap in the junior wash-roam and played this on the 
flames there, Tommy Bird told me that Kenneth started the fire, 
The last time I used the blow-torch was in the sewing-room on 
Wednesday, and the last time I used the blow-torch in the senior 
wash-room was on Monday morning at about 10.30 poem At 9.30 a.m 
on Friday I inspected radiator and trap in senior wash-room and 
found them all right.

To whom it may concern; ‘« bo. 
I beg to report that I was in the basement. fing 

rooms of the School after the mid-day meal on Friday,Feb- | © 
ruary lst and saw no trace of fire anywhere. About 1.15p.me 
I went with the Farm Instructor and Alex Geddes to the 01d 
School to inspect it with a view of making it more comfort=- 
able as the Parish Hall. We were not there more than half 
an hour,after which we returned to the School. On the way 
back we met some boys,who had been sent by the Matron,telling 
us thet there was a fire at the school. We hurried the horses 
and went direct to the School. We saw the members of the staff 
working with the chemical fire extinguishers. Then we went, 
to the attic to see if the fire was there as smoke was seen 
coming from the turret. There was no sign of fire or smoke 
in the attic at that time. We descended to the main floor 
and sa smoke coming up from the floor through a broken boerd. 
Water was voured into this holye from the fire hose which 
had been started in the meantime. Then we heard that fire 
was seen in the senior wash room down stairs and we went down 
to work on that. As the fire hose was not long enough we 
disconnected the length en the floor atdve and joined it on 
to the length in the basement and the farm Instructor played 
a stream of water through a hole in the ceiling on to the 
joists which were blazing. We thought we had subdued the fire 
there and gave attention to the Junior play room, Then we were 
called to bring the hose to the Senior Schoolroon on the floor 
above. We disconnected the hose and took it to the main floor 
connected it to the main water pipe and the farm instructor 
deluged the School room. Then we were called to the Bale room 
where the fire seemed to be breaking out. Could not enter 
by the door,so obtained a ladder,broke a window and poured 
water into the bale room from the hose. Called indoors again 
to fight fire in Junior play room and main hally. Fire gained 
and eventually the workers were called out ag the interior 
of the building was becoming impossible owing to flames and 
danse smoke. 

We then decided to fight the fire from outside,but 
the hose was too short and to make matters worse one length 
inside the building broke and we could not get to the hydrant 
to turn off the water to make revairs. W ‘ 

While the fire was being fought in thee manner by some 
of the men,others were using buckets and doing what they 
could,others with the women and some of the pupils of the 
school were clearing the building,with the result that 
almost everything movable was saved. The workers went on 
until it was dangerous to continue,when they were ordered 
to stand off and carry away the salvaged good to a safe dis- 
tance, Great praise is due to the staffg and the voluntary 
helvers who came from the Reserve and from Punnichy for their 
strenuous efforts.

In connection with the fire which des trggéd 
the Gordon's Residential School on Friday last,February lst, 
I beg to enclose herewith statements which I have obtained 
from the varioue members of the staff, I obtained statements 
only from those who actually saw the fire in its inception. 
Miss Bray,laundry,Mre,Colline,kitchen and Mr, Willdame , boy's 
Supervisor were not engaged at any time in fighting the actual 
fire,having devoted their time to the work of Salvaging ae 
much as possible of the contents of the building. 
I received a telephone message at shortly after 1.30 P.M. tow 
time which is about forty minutes later than the Gordon's 
School time,to the effect that the school was on fire, I 
immediately made arrangements for’ the Agency temm and bobdsleigh 
to proceed through the town to the echool,picking up as many 
helpere as possible from the village. I then received a cal] 
from Dr.Phillips that he had engaged a livery team to drive out, 
eo after notifying the R.C.M.P. to look after the matter of 
getting as many volunteers as possible to go out with our team 
I purchased three axes ,borrowed a large sized extinguisherx 
and went out to the school with the doctor. We made very good 
time galloping all the way out. Passed several Indians on their 
vay to town and turned them back tow .rds the school, 
Arrived at the school smoke was to be seen pouring out through 
the turret at the top of the building. The children and some of 
the staff were taking stuff from the building and the bedding 
was practically all out. I went straight in to the senior class 
room where the smoke appeared to be heaviest and cut hole in 
floor in effort to locate fire,and then heard someone call that 
fire had broken out in the candy room whigh was some ten or twely 
yards 2x North of the class room, I want there to investigate 
and found the floor in a blaze. Some of the children and some 
Indians rwere lined up with pails and jugs and held the fire 
until the hose was brought up from the ground floor, 
The flames here were extinguished and the hose then taken down 
to the Junior boye playroom where the ceiling was now burmigg 
fiercely. Mr,Stanford,and Mr,Holyoak were making desperate 
efforts to hold the fire here and I took a look at the other 
side of the partition in to the senior boys playroom, Fire was 
showing through the top of the partition and in to the ceiling 
on this side ,but with the help of some Indians with paile 
sufficient water was scooped up from the floor in this room 
to check the blaze, I then went up to ‘he main floor to eee if 
it would be possible to play on the fire from the top side, 
The bale room which is over the Junior playrfjom was forced into 
but was filled with dense smoke. The hose was turned on this 
for a short while,but the smoke wae too heavy and an attempt was 
then made to paay the hose from the outeide of the building 
through the bale room window, At this stage the whole room 
burst into flames,and it was then that I saw Mr.W,Swan who ie 
quite familiar with the lay of the whole building, I asked hin 
if it were possible to save the rest of the building in any 
way and he said it was imposeible as he had just come down 
from the top storey and that the fire had a Strong hold up there. 
Everyone then turned to the task of getting as much stuff from 
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the building as possible. 

The hose on the main floor was 
too short to reach right up to the south side of the class 
room where the first emoke was seen ,but there was sufficient 
pressure to enable one to throw a stream of water across the 
room. Those who firet saw the fire are quite agreed that the 
first actual flame appeared in the partition between the 
washrooms on the ground floor on the south side of the building. 
About two and’a half feet from the ground in this partition 
was @ hole where once had been a toilet fixture. It was here that 
both Miss Lou Atwater and Engineer Smowden saw the first signe 
of naked flame. The partition waklbwas of lath and plaster 
construction and it is my opinion that some of the boys may have 
been emoking cigarettes after dinner and perhaps the supervisor 
had come in to the playroom and they had then thrown the remaine 
down in to this hole in order to get it out of sight. 
In one or two of the statements mention was made of the fact 
that the engineer had been in the habit of using a blow toroh 
to thaw out frozen pipes, When I heard this first I thought that 
here was the immediate cause ,but if the engineer and his assistant 
are telling the truth there was no blow torch used in these rooms 
since the Monday preceding the fire of Friday. It is a fact that 
Friday was a comparatively mild day and there should have been 
no frozen pipes on that day. I had no persénal knowledge that 
the engineer wae resorting to this highly dangerous practice 
of using a blow torch in the building else it would have been 
immediately stopped, Some mention has been made as to the 
possibility that Kenneth McNab,aged five years,who was adopted by 
the school when a baby,was responeible for putting lighted matches 
down in to the hole in the partition,but thie boy was up on the 
second storey 211 morning in the infirmary. I have this from both 
the matron and also from one of the older boys who was with him, 
I can find no one who actually saw the engineer usirig a blow torch 
in the boys! washrooms on the day of the fire ,but there was a rumo 
to thie effect going the rounds, 

The power plant might have 
been saved had there been a Soenen on the outeide of the building. 
The furnaces and boilers I believe are uninjured,and the filter 
tank and pressure tanks do not appear to be badly damaged. 

The main building was completely gutted,only portions of the 
outeide wall remaining standing,and these are being pulled down 
for the sake of safety. 

The children wuzz filed out in perfect 
order,and the younger ones taken over to the old school annex 
where they were made as comfortable as possible,the older ones 
remaining to assist with the work of saving as much of the contents 
of the building as was possible, 

The cigarette theory,in the 
absence of any more tangible,appears to be reasonable for the 
following reasons, The boys would have come from their dinner 
at 12,20 going direct to their playroom. School would commence 
again at 1.00 P.M. A cigarette stub thrown in to the hole in the 
partition at any time during the forty minute interval would 
take some time to set fire to the lath,and it was shortly after 
2,00 P.M. that smoke was first discovered, The supervisor has both 
the senior and junior playrooms to watoh and it is not at all 
improbable that a boy could smoke unknown to him,am by going in to | 
the washroom, I shall make further inquiries and if anything new 
is discovered I will immediately advise you,

questioned, also some of the pupils, as to whether they 
hed seen the Engineer, Mr. Snowden, using a blow torch 
that particular day, and I am directing that this be done, 
However, I am of the opinion that the fire started in the 
hole in the wall between the lavatories, where there must 
have been an accumulation of rubbish, especially as the 
hole had been there such a long time. 


Regarding the foundations, boilers, and 
laundry machinery, I am asking Mr. Swan who was the Engineer 
in charge of the construction of this school, to go out and 
make a report, and ascertain if anything should be done 
to salvage the stuff that is there. Mr. Swan will give 
a very full report, which will be forwarded to you in due 
course, 


You will be pleased to know that 44 
children are now. safely housed at Elkhorn School and I 
have made arrangements to procure the extra equipment 
necessary to carry on the work with these additional 
children, I shall make a further report as to how the 
children remaining on the reserve are getting along at 
a later date.

Dear Mr. Scotti- 


I am enclosing herewith a report of 
an investigation with reference to the fire at the Gordon's 
School which occurred last Friday. The report gives a good 
deal of information, but I regret to say there is nothing 
definite brought out ae to the cause of the fire. In 
addition to the report there are the signed statements of the 
various members of the staff, as well as a rough sketch of 
the school showing where the fire is supposed to have started, 
and this can be studied after reading the report of the Agent. 
My own opinion is that there is no doubt the fire started 
in the frame partition dividing the junior and senior boys! 
lavatories, The first indication of a fire was smoke 
coming out of the register immediately above the lavatories 
and as the outside walls of the basement are of concrete 
construction the only place it could start would be where 
there was something that would burn. Once the fire 
started it would naturally run up between the studding 
and then along the floor joists in the direction of the 
bale room where the fire seemed to be the hottest. You 
will notice that the fire must have been burning for a long 
time before the flames actually broke out and became 
visible. People were able to drive out the eight miles 
from Punnichy with horses before the flames had really 
broken out through the roof. As for the smoke coming out 
of the cupola when the Agent arrived, this can be easily 
understood as there would be a straight draft from the spot 
where the fire was located to the cupdla.

Dear Mr. Scott:- 


Mr. Snowden, who was Engineer in 
charge at the Gordon Indian Residential School, has just 
been in my office and has given me an account of the fire 
that took place there. Mr. Snowden went on duty on 
Friday morning at 4.45. He inspected the lavatories at 
about six o'clock and found everything in working order. 
He again visited them about nine o'clock. He went off 
duty at noon and after his meal he retired to his room, 
and had only been there a very short time when a boy ran 
up to him and told him that the school was on fire. He 
states that inside of two minutes he was back at the 
building, and gave his assistant, an Indian boy, instructions 
to start the engines, which the boy did without any difficulty, 
and kept the pumps going at sixty pounds pressure all through 
the fire. He then went to the classroom and found it full 
of smoke, and Mr. Sinclair, a young, junior teacher, playing 
the hose on the floor where there were no flames. He rushed 
outside and broke through the outside window of the lavatory 
and saw the flames working in the wooden partition dividing 
tae two lavatories - not in the outside wall. He took with 
him several fire extinguishers but they had little effect 
on the flames. At the time he was there he was quite 
satisfied that the flames had not reached the first floor 
above, and this was the floor they were applying the water 
on. He told Sinclair, who had the hose upstairs, that it 
was useless to play the water there, and that he should get 
the hose around where the fire was. However, this was not 
done he claims and it was a long time after this before the 
fire broke through the flooring - probably 35 minutes.

He claims that the fire was in the partition, and the 
partition only, for a long time. He also informs me that 
there was a hole in the partition dividing the senior and 
junior boye' lavatories. This hole was about 24 ft. from 
the ground, and he states that no doubt it was filled with 
rubbish and that, in his opinion, this is where the fire 
originated. 


I was surprised to learn from Mr. Snowden, 
who has been at the Gordon School since April, that he had 
never witnessed a fire drill at the school and did not 
think there had been one. I am writing to the Principal to 
ascertain if this is correct. I may say that the school 
authorities have been told repeatedly that they were to 
have fire drill. The Agent has also been advised to this 
effect and if it is true that there has been no drill in 
that length of time there is severe censure coming to 
someone. Of course, there have been several changes in 
the staff there in the last two years, too many in fact, 
and it is possible that one Principal has just followéd 
the practice of the other. Why they ever left this 
hole in the partition, knowing that boys do often smoke 
cigarettes and play with matches, ie hard to understand. 
Thies, in my opinion, shows that someone has been careless. 


As I have told you, I am having Mr. Moore 
make further inquiries regarding the report that Mr. Snowden 
had used a blow-torch on the day of the fire. be to date 
we have had no evidence that he did use it. Mr. Snowden 
emphatically denies having used a torch that day or the 
day before, and he seemed to me to be a truthful young man.

Dear Mr. Scott:- 

With reference to the last 
paragraph of my letter to you dated the Sth. instant 
regarding the fire at Gordon's School, I may say that 
I am now in receipt of a letter from Indian Agent 
Moore in response to my instructions, stating that 
he had interviewed the staff and none of them saw 
the Engineer using @ blow torch in any part of the 
building the day of the fire. He states that the 
rumour evidently started amongst the pupils who had 
seen the torch being used on other occasions. Mr. 
Snowden, the Engineer, stated that it would not have 
been possible for him to use the torch on Friday, the 
day of the fire, as it was broken on Wednesday and 
had not been repaired. The Agent eays he saw the 


torch and that it could not be used in its present 
condition. 


The Agent informs me that he 
also spoke to Mr. Williams, the boye' supervisor, and 
he informed him that he often noticed the smell of 
tobacco smoke in the boys’ playrooms, but had never 
been able to find any traces of cigarettes in either 
of the rooms, and this lends strength to the theory 

| (that a cigarette was dropped in the hole in the 
| partition where it would be out of sight.

came a8 a personal shock to many hundreds of our 
people and it would be an unthinkable thing to them 
that the most mature and sympathetic consideration 
would not be given in response to such an appeal on 
their behalfe 


It should be pointed out that if 
immediate steps can be taxen a gocd deal of the 
material would be available for the erection of the 
o¢hool, mueh of which would be spoiled through 
weathering if there is delaye The boilers, high 
pressure tanks, and large water filter, together with 
pumps, pipes and equipment are uninjured, also some 
of the inner walle, smoke stacks, etee, also the 
batteries were salvaged, in fact practically all the 
machinery excepting dyname and dynamo engines 
Immediate care will be necessary to save this portion 
of the equipment. .

The destruction of our Indian Residential School 
by fire last January inflictea @ terrible loss upon the Church 
in this Diocese of Qu'Appelle. Gordon's Indian School has 
been the constant care and pride of the Church #r seventy years; 
and now most of the children are Scattered, the teachers living 
in shacks, and the situation very serious as far as our Indian 
Work is concerned. 


The Indian Department and our @hurch Societies have 
given ue sympathy and ready help, but I have been distressed today 
in meeting Dr. Duncan Scott in Regina, and in hearing from the 
Hon, Chas. Stewart, the Superintendant General of Indian Affairs; 
that the Department is not able to promise further grants for 
Indian Education for the next fiscal year, and that we may be left 
without our Indian Residential School for some time. 


I wish to most earnestly plead, in the name of the 
Indians, the Clergy; and the ae M4 throughout this Diocese, living 
in close upon 500 centres, for the obtaining of a further grant 
for Indian Baucation which will allow of the immediate reconstruo« 
tion of Gordon's School. ‘The situation which the postponement 
of the reconstruction of the school will create is serious in the 
extreme. The Staff must be provided for; the farm instruction 
work must be carried on; the stock must be attended to, and forty 
ohildren living around must be provided for. Moreover; the 
foundations of the school are intact, and the furnace and boilers 
ean now be utilizea. I should say that an additional sum of 
ninety to one hundrea thousand dollars will make the necessary 
provision. I feel the situation is so serious that I am leaving 


for Ottawa after my Confirmations on Sunday to interview the

I have examife flles and I find that 
rrangement for financing 

the Gordon School during e period of reconstruction, 
other than that the Department is paying for food for 
the day pupils' noon Lunch, and we have promised $90 
per teaching month for each of two classroom teachers. 
At the end of the March quarter, the actual residential 
school earnings were $1,763.51, based on an average 
attendance of 45.51. The June quarter earnings are 
$1,032.69 - the average attendance being 26.65... I 
believe that this per capita payment should be made 
and then, later, upon request, the $90 per teaching 
month for the two teachers could be allowed. It is 
possible that they may ask for an additional payment 
in lieu of unearned per capita grant, but perhaps the 
Department had better cross this bridge when it comes 
to it.

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I ag not surprised at the report on the 
Gofdon School. The Principal here is not measuring up, and 
I hate to see a beautiful building like the new school placed 
under the management of Mr. Stanford, He is untidy in 
himself, and in my opinion he could not tell whether children 
were clean or dirty. This is a bad example to the Indians. 
The Misses Atwater are not overly particular along this line 
either, and it seems a pity to see a building so modern and 
up-to-date placed in the hands of such people. There is no 
excuse for the school grounds being in the untidy condition 
described by the Inspector. This country ie overrun with 
tourists since the automobile has come into general use, and 
it ie not right that our institutions should come in for the 
criticism that they do from time to time. It is absolutély 
unnecessary; we can get proper men to put in charge of these 
schools if we insist on it. I do not think Mr. Stanford 
could earn $50.00 a month in any other occupation. 
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GORDON 'S SCHOOL 


The classroom work is carried on in the old 
boarding school, and I found 28 children on the roll. 
There were 21 present, 10 boys and ll girls. The grades

Miss L. Atwater is in charge of the work, 
and fair progress is being made. The children appear 
fairly well along in their grades, but they do not speak 


out well. 


The children 
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The children were well clothed, but some 
were very untidy. Their hands were dirty, and only one 
or two had their hair neatly combed. I spoke to the 
pupils about this condition, and had them clean up before 
the noon meal was served. 1 do not think some of the 
children could get such dirty hands unless they had been 
neglected for a number of days. 

The meal is served upstairs, and consisted 
of potatoes boiled with a small piece of meat, and slices 
of brown bread spread with lard. Each child had one 
potato, a small portion of meat, and two slices of bread. 
They were given water to drink, but I understand somethmes 
they have milk. 

The yard about the school was very untidy, 
but before I left the Agency, the boys had raked and 
cleaned away all the dirt and rubbish that had collected 
during the winter, and the place was in a much better 
condition. 

The new school is an excellent building, and 
presents a very fine appearance. The brick work was 
finished, except for the chimney, and part of the cement 
floors had been laid. I understand the work is progressing 


satisfactorily.

Agente visit May 29th 1930, 
I beg to report on the Gordon I*dian 

Residential School as follows. 

On my visit to the classroom of this 
school the register showed thirty pupils, 
twenty one being present, seven working at 
the school, one away sick, one recently 
discharged. The classroom was well aired, 
and fairly tidy, but overcrowded, Two of the 
boys had dirty hande they did not appear 
to have been wasked this morning so I made them 
waeh before I left. The other boys were clean 
and the girls were clean and tidy. The outside 
of the school is untidy, one closet being perched 
up on @ frame of loge mekee it look wdarsee, The 
principal was asked last month to get the closets 
put in shape but only one has been moved, 

A new boys supervisor named Mr, Mullins has 
lately taken over the work here, I told him about 
the boys being dirty. 

The kitchen and girls dormitory building 
was bees | and clean, 

e bes dormitory upstairs from the 
laundry was clean td just been sorubbed 
put looks very untidy being badly overcrowded, 
On my January report I stated that the 
Class room was the dirtiest I ever examined, 
February and March returns stated matters were 
in better shape. April return stated that appear— 
anoe of pupile was untidy and classroom wtidy. 
The conditions make it hard to keep this place 
epik and span but I estate again as I did in my 
April return that the pupils could be kept 
cleaner with very little supervision. The 
supervision of this place is slack, the Principal 
seeme to be too easy going and good natured. 
| Each time I have reported anything about this 
|echool I have also told the inoipal what to 
| do, but I have not time myself to be continually 
|having to tell him thinge he should see himself,

I am enclosing herewith Indian 
Agent Waddy's report on the Gordon's Indian 
Residential School which he visited May 29th. 


The report is not very encouraging, 
notwithstanding the fact that the school work is being 
carried on under difficulties at the present time. 

It clearly indicates that the Principal and the staff 
are not qualified to manage a residmtial school, and 
as this staff is shortly to take charge of the new 
school I fear that the results will be anything but 
satisfactory. 


I wrote to you on the Sth. May 
regarding Mr, Stanford, and forwardie& Mr. Inspector 
Hamilton's report on the school, and I received a 
reply from you dated the 19th. May, saying that I 
should take the matter up with the Bishop. Unfortunately, 
the Bishop of this Diocese has not been successful, in 
my opinion, in selecting a staff for this school in the 
past, We have had four very incompetent Principals, 
and the present one is perhaps as poor as any we have 
had. He is untidy and a poor example to the Indians, 
and I do not consider he is capable of managing the school 
as it should be managed, The Bishop is away at the 
present time and will not be back until next Fall.

I have just returned from a visit to w~ 
Touchwood Agency, and while there I went over t 

the Gordon's School to see what the situation was 
like. I found the work was just about being wound 
up, but nothing had been done to clean up the 
surroundings, and there is a big job ahead. The 
workmanship, as far as I could see, was first class. 


The object of my visit to the school was to 
arrange for the erection of an implement shed, 
storehouse, hen house, and repairs to other out- 
buildings. 


With reference to Mr. Stanford's management, 
I may say that the yard surrounding his own house was 
in a disgraceful condition - all littered up, and weeds 
all over the place. In fact, if an Indian kept his 
yard in such shape, he would be found fault with by 
the Agent. The Agent took me over to a field of 
potatoes a mile away, which were put in for the 
use of the school. You would have to get out of your 
car and walk in to find the potatoes. The whole 
enclosure was one seething mass of weeds. The garden 
Surrounding the school was not much better. A 
cultivator had been drawn between the rows of potatoes 
and the weeds. It is a disgraceful situation. This 
school is situated on the reserve with the idea of 
developing the Indians along the proper lines, and all 
I can say is that, having this school under the present 
management is nothing more than a menace to the 
progress of the Indians. It also makes it difficult 
for the Agent to say anything to the Indians about the

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way in which they keep their premises when they can 
turn around and point to the school, which is 
supposed to be an example. Mr. Stanford is not 
only careless about matters of this kind, but also 
his own personal appearance. He is not particular. 
I would ask the Department not to open this school 
or allow the pupils to return to school until the 
church appoint a proper Principal to take charge. 
It is not fair to the Indians, nor to anybody 
connected with the Department. 


I would again point out that Mr. Stanford 
has been furnishing a list of fixtures and equipment 
required at the school. Surely the Department are 
not taking advice from a man they know is incompetent 
and likely to be dismissed from the service. I wonder 
if all branches of the Department at Ottawa, that have 
dealings with this school, know what the situation is 
at this point.

I enclose herewith copy of a 
letter that I received this morning from Indian 
Agent Waddy, deali with matters at the Gordon 
Indian Residential School. 


Why the children were ever moved 
into this building and allowed to sleep on the floors 
is hard to undetstand. It will be little short of a 
crime if they have moved the dirty mattresses into this 
new building, as it will mean that the whole place will 
be infested with vermin, under the type of supervision 
that is being given now. 


With regard to the sewage backing 
up, this is a matter on which I do not wish to comment. 
The Department has been looking after the construction 
of the building, and all that I know is the name of the 
contractor. 


I have no comment to make regarding 
the food, as the reports I have received from our 
Inspectors have never led me to believe that the children 
were being underfed.

Frayling was duly installed in his duties as the 
new Principal of this School on the 8th. inste and 
has now had time to take over complete chargee 


His Lordship has also appointed the 
Reve John Rowlands as acting Chaplain of the 
School and the Church of Ste Luke's, Gordon's 
Indian Reserve, and he has also commenced his 
dutiese The Bishop is preparing for the appoint- 
ment of a permanent Chaplain in the Spring. 


We have been in the closest touch with

The Reve Stanford was required to keep 
strict account of these monies and an audited 
statement of account was to be required of him when 
the system of special grants came to an end by the 
opening of the new schoole These accounts have 
been kept and this Office is in possession of a 
statement duly audited by Mr. Sydney Ae Brown, the 
local Auditor at Punnichye If the Department 
desires to have this audited statement now, we shall

It wes of course our expectation that 
the new school would be furnished and ready for 
occupation by July lste at the lateste In view of 
this our children who had been taken to the Elkhorn 
Indian Industrial School were not received back 
into that institution after the Summer Vacation, and 
since then have been with their parents on the 
reserves awaiting the notice to come to the new

Additional staff was arranged for and 
expected to commence their duties on August lste The 
Farm Instructor, the Engineer, the Boy's Supervisor, 
one teacher, laundry matron, sewing matron,

I have Your lordship's letter of the 24rd instant with 
reference to the current enses at the Gordon's Indian Residential 
School. A second advance of $2,500 will be made towards the December 
quarter expenses. I cannot promise a special grant at any particular 
rate per quarter as our a in lieu of per capita grant have to 
be determined by the actual expenditures which the Department should 
assume. 


In thie connection, I wish, also, to acknowledge Archdeacon 
Knowles' communication. The audited statement, eres’ by receipted 
accounts and paid cheques, should be retained by the Diocesan Office 
until such time as the school is again placed on a per capita grant 
basis. Then, all papers should be forwarded to Uttawa for examination 
and a final t in lieu of per capita grant will be made. Of 
course, the 7renene aseumes major share of the costs. A 
statement should be attached showing what clothing, food, feed and 
fuel, etc., are on hand as from the date the per capita grant 
commences. Unconsumed necessities can hardly be considered a charge 
on the earlier period. 


The Depevtnens expects the school to go on a per capita 
grant basis at the earliest possible date. As soon as the building 
ie furnished and the institution is in running order again, the per 
Capita grant method of meeting the expenses should be resumed.

The Chairman of the Indian Committee has just returned 
from a visit to Gordon's Indian Residential School, and reports 
the admission of one hundred and two pupils up to the present 
time, - 48 boys and 54 girls. 


He also informs me the School is in immediate need of 
funds, and in consultation with the Principal, Mr. Prayling, deems 
it necessary to ask for a special grant of $3500.00 for the Mareh 
Quatter of 1931. Por the Quarter beginning April lst of the 
ensuing year I hope the Department will return to the per capita 

ant system. At the time of the fire the per capita grant was 
255.00, but I wes then pleading with the Department for an 
inoreased grant because of the long distance from the Reilway 
of the School. You will remember you felt that the matter might 
well be deferred untill the completion of the new school. will 
you please now deal with the matter. 


The Chairman of the Indian Committee brings good 
reports of the School, and I shall be glad if the Department 
can increase the per capita grant and make conditions easier for the 
Principal, the Staff, and the children. The Principal is now 
quite out of funds, and I have been obliged to sign a note for the 
Bank to enable him to obtain necessary funds for carrying on until 
the receipt of funds from the Department. 


All being well, the School will be formally opened and 
a@ large number of the children confirmed by the Bishop on June 24th., 
St. John the Baptist's Day, the anniversary of the consecration 
of the first Bishop of Qu'Appelle.

The Hrmat ion I have at the present 
time is that~at\Wwtll not be long before the 
pupilage at thid school will be 145 or 140. The 
report of the Archdeacon to me is that the new 
Principal, Mr. frayling, is enthusiastic and 
that he appears to be carrying on his work in 4 
satisfactory manner. He states that the premises 
and the interior of the building are immaculate, 
and that the Church authorities are insisting on 
a@ competent staff being appointed. They intend 
to employ a high-class Farming Instructor as 
soon as one can be found. They have asked me to 
assist in locating such 4 man.

Dear Bishop Harding: 


I have your letter of the 20th ultimo, 
with reference to the Gordon's Indian Residential 
School. A few days ago, as soon as fundies were avail- 
able, I arr a with Mr. Ferrier to send a special 
grant of $3,000. A final payment, in lieu of per 
Capita grant, will be made as soon as the statement 
requested in my letter of December 3lst, last, is 
forwarded. 


This school will be on per capita grant as 
from the first instant. The pupi allowed at 
present is 100. The sehool, of course, should enroll 
about 104 or 105 ils, so that they will be sure to 
show an average of 100. At a later date, when funds 
are available, the pupilage can be inoreased somewhat. 
I find that the air space in the dormitories allows a 
maximum pupilage of 120. 


4s far as the amount of the per capita grant 
ie coneerned, the Department has been unable this year 
to secure any inercases in ite Estimates, and the rate 
will have to remain at $155 per child for the current 
fiscal year. This is the same grant that is paid to 
other schools in the vicinity.

I beg to enclose herewith a report 
on the schools in the Touchwood Agency which were 
recently inspected by Mr. Hamilton. 


ZI would particularly draw your 
attention to what the Inspector has to say regarding the 
Gordon School. This institution seems to be starting out 
with a good staff according to the Inspector. Some of the 
staff I know, in fact I recommended that they be appointed, 
Mr, Angel, the Engineer, is one of the best in the country 
highly qualified for his work. I have recommended Mrs. 
Brady for the position of Matron, but she had not been in 
charge very long at the time of the Inspector's visit. I 
expect that she will make a good showing. I suggested 
to the Church authorities that Mr, Wallace, the Farming 
Instructor, be appointed, and I believe he will make good. 


I may say that I received a rather 
adverse report from Nurse Wyatt on this school, but in 
view of the Inspector's report I am inclined to think that 
the work of the institution was not properly organized 
at the time Miss Wyatt was there, The Nurse's report 
in question is going forward today also,

I believe the children are making fair 
progress, although they do not speak out as well as might 
be expected, and are somewhat shy. They appear to under- 
stand their work, and I found their work books very tidy. 
The children were well dressed, clean, and 


all had their hair neatly combed.

The classroom was bright, well aired, and 
tidy. 

The junior room is in charge of Mr. F. Iumb, 
and all the pupils are in Grade 1, or beginners. There are 
fifty on the roll, 23 boys and 27 girls. I understand 
Mr. Lumb is a qualified teacher, and I would judge,from 
his style and manner of presenting the work, that fair 
progress is being made. 

The children were neatly dressed and clean. 
The room was well aired and tidy. 

The xitchen is in charge of Mrs. J. Hughson, 
and I found the meals well prepared. The menu is made out 
each month by the Principal, and I understand this is 
strictly adhered to. A copy of the May menu, both for the 
staff and the children, is attached to this report. The 
girls are taught to make bread; in fact, all the bread 
used up until the present is mixed and worked by hand, and 
the bread in use during my visits was good. Butter mking 
is also taught, although at present the milk supply is not 
large. More cows are expected to freshen soon, when the 
cream supply will be much greater. 

The laundry is in charge of Mre. C. Boate, 
and I found the department being operated in an orderly 
manner. The machinery is 411 well cared for, and the room 
was clean and tidy. The soft water tank is almost full, 
but no provision was made to connect this up with the 
laundry. Soft water is needed badly, and @ pump should 
be installed. 

Miss Quick is the sewing matron, and 
appeared quite capable. The girls are taught mending,

INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL (CONT'D. ) 
d@arning, and the making of new garments. The work seen 


was well done. 

Miss Field is the girls' supervisor, and I 
found the dormitories clean, and the beds neatly made. The 
girls are provided with nightgowns, which I found neatly 
folded and placed beneath the pillows. The bedding is 
washed every two weeks. 

Mr. P. T. Williams is the boys' supervisor, 
and I found the dormitory equally as well cared for as the 
girls'. The toilets were clean and in good working 
condition. 

The machinery and boiler room is in charge of 
Mr. Angel, and could scarcely be kept in better condition. 
He is a good worker, and I believe thoroughly understands 
machinery. The Principal is very fortunate to have secured 
this man, and I believe that he (the principal) is quite 
aware of the fact. 

The children are weighed each month, and a 
record is kept. Attached will be found a statement showing 
each child's weight for January, February, March, and April. 
It will be noted that in April some of the children lost 
weigot, which, I understand, resulted from the effects of 
influenza. On my last visit to the school all the children 
were well, and for May and June, I would expect to find 
better gains. The keeping of these records entails consider- 
able work, but by so doing one ig able to keep a close 
check on each child, and if no gains are recorded, steps 


can be taken to find out the trouble before serious sickness 


sets in. 


The dispensary

The dispensary has been painted white, and I 
found the drugs neatly arranged on the shelves. The 
Principal's residence is in good condition, and is well 
furnished and well cared for. 

The Farming Instructor's residence has been 
re-decorated, and is in excellent condition. I understand 
the work in connection with the cleaning of this house was 
all done by the staff and pupils. 

The outbuildings, I found to be in good 
repair except for some of the cement foundation under the 
barn. This should be repaired. 

A great amount of work is needed on the grounds 
and roadways to give this school the surroundings it should 
have. The Principal has had considerable work done, and hopes, 
within the next month, to have the place greatly improved. I 
understand he has secured trees and shrubs to be planted in 
front of the school and along the main drive, and I have no 
doubt that within a few years, these surroundings will present 
a fine appearance. 

The Farming Inetructor, Mr. S. J. Wallace, 
appeared to be a good worker, and I believe understands 
farming. He has a hard task to perform as the farm land is 
very dirty, and much work will be needed before it is cleaned 
up and put in good condition, 

The Principal, Mr. R. W. Frayling, appears to 
be greatly interested in his work and anxious to make the 
school what the Department desires.

Ree School Inspector Moir's Report. 
I thank you for copy of above mentioned report, 
which is the first that has been given since my appointment 
viz; seven years ago. 
Taking them in the order as given I will number 
them from No.I one 
NoeI Miss Sullivan is not continuing as Kinder Garten teacher. 
No.2 Mr. Schunaman and Miss¥F.Atwater returned to their duties 
as beforee 
No.3 In 1936 the K.G. teacher Miss Kelly held a first class 
interim certificate,at the end of the year like most teachers 
she left,I told Mr.eMoir she was leaving on his inspection 
visit,he immediatly suggested a lady known to him in his 
own home town (Govan) a music teacher,adding that it was 
not necessary for a certificated teacher for this room, 
it resulted in this lady continuing her music profession, 
Mr-Moir then suggested a younger sister,which I engaged 
on his recommendation,she was absolutely unfitted for the 
position,thus in November, qualified teachers hard to get 
between terms,answering my advertisment was Miss Sullivan 
who was in charge from the end of December till this June. 
In reference to progress,six of the children in this room entered 
the school since Haster,and were unable to speak one word of 
English,when taking this this great handicap in to consideration 
and the short period, there is some excuse. There has been six 
K.G. teachers in seven years and you will agree that teaching 
in an Indian School is not always palatable,location and winter 
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mtn and winter/ isolation makes the average teacher look 
ewhere for the coming year, This room is not as desirable as 
one would wish,it is in a part of a large Playroom,but has five 
windows in it,wooden partition open top and bottom, Mr.Moir this 
year suggested that Glass should be put in the top and closed in 

so that it would be more quiet,this would hinder the present 
ventilation whieh is good and obtained from the windows West & 
North in the other part of the playroom. 

The Senior Class Rooms are of course built to specifications 
accepted by the department,these do need ventilation, but there 

are six large windows in each room and four electric lights,so 

that I cannot fbnd light shortage. 

In reference to the packing case in the K.G. room,it is an open 
box used for some the material the children work with,this room 

was made and furnished by myself without any cost to the dopart- 
ment and solely for the purpose of relieving the other class rooms 
which were over crowded,and the senior teachers from having the 
K.G-» children to contend with,which I considered a great hinder- 
ance to those more advanced,the fact that exceptional good health 
prevails shows that the general conditions of the building is not 
adverse to the childrens well being. 

IT much appreciate this opportunity of answering the various rewarks 
of tue Inspector,as without them,yourself and others may somewhat 
misconstrue the absolute conditions, both from the teachers abilities 
and room facilities. 

Prior to my appoimtment there were only two teachers inthe school 
and Mr.Moir used to take some of the children in a seperate room 
before they would read to him,but the last six years that has not 
happened,I also did away with mixed elass Rooms,on Mr.Moir's next 
inspection and since he has remarked on the marked progress through 


this change, Awhile ago on asking for the inspectors report, the 
reply was that it was not necessary, but I consider it most essential 
it being the only means of my being able to explain matters and the 
department knowing the exact conditions, I note the inspectors 
advice as to the Public School curriculum being carried out more 
fully, and will have same given more attention.

Dear Sir: 


Some time ago I received a letter from R. Mulcaster, K. C., 
of Prince Albert, outlining some complaints made to him by the Indians 
of Touchwood Agency. It appears that Mr. Mulcaster had a meeting with 
these Indians some time this Fall. 


Among the compleints they made was that the Principal of 
Gordon's School, Mr. Frayling, had, as punishment, confined the child- 
ren in a cell on bread and water, and cut the girls’ hair short. 
They also esked that a Day School be established on the Reserve. 


I took the metter up with Mr. Waddy, end find that the 
children are sometimes confined to a room as punishment, but it is by 
no means a cs1l, but a room overlooking the entrance, well-lighted and 
with 2 good view. With regard to cutting the girls’ hair, Mr. Frayling 
admits doing this as a second-offence punishment for running away. 

I advised Mr. Mulcaster of these facts, and stated that in my opinion 
the punishments were not too severe, nor did I think they had any 
cause for complaint. 


Mr. Mulcaster replied, under date of October 27th, as follows: 


"T have this morning received yours of 25th inst., for which 
I am very much obliged. I note the information you have received, 
which is not in accordance with the datements made by Assoon to me. 

"TI consider that the cutting of the hair of children is not 
a proper punishment, and in the case of girls I consider it constitutes 
an assault; and unless this practice is stopped, et any rate in the 
case of girls, my advice must be to lay an information against the 
principal for assault. I trust such mey not be necessary, and that 
you will see your way to advise the principal thet in the case of 
girls this practice should be stopped. 

"The whole difficulty appears to arise in connection with 
the absence of a Day School, and on behalf of the Chief and Council- 
lors of this Reserve, I hereby make formal demand for a Day School in 
terms of the Treaty. In this connection I annex copy of a letter I 
have this morning received from the Chief of Poorman demanding @ Day 
School." 


In checking over the Poorman's Reserve, I find there are 30 
children attending Muscowequan School, and 14 attending Gordon's, that 
is, about one-third are Protestant and two-thirds Roman Catholic. The 
Indians do not live in villages, but scattered all over the Reserve. 
Under these conditions, with a Protestant and a Roman Catholic School 
én the Agency, It appears to me that no consideration should be given 
to the esteblishment of a Day School on this Reserve at the present time.

In your reply 
to my report dated Jan. 25/37 you acknowledgeithat 
everything possible is done to prevent such occurrences 
by myself. 


This unfortunate happening is different, as the children 
were out to play. In the past when Gordon Reserve children 
have run away from this School the seriousness has not 
been thought quite in the same light, as in every instance 
the Parents bring themback to the School. Those from 

the North ( from whence most truants come ) I have used 
every method possible to catch them. Having hired the

ivery man sometimes with team fromthe north to come out 
toward the School, as when the children hear team or car 
coming behind themfromthe south they slip into the bush. I 
have driven myself with team and sleigh box and with

Children, but with the Gordon's Reserve children, no, 
because of their adjacent homes. Nor has any suggestion 
been made that I should do so. 


I deeply regret this sad end, and can only assure you 
that I did everything I could think of other than notify 
the parents who live in the bush some 11 miles south, 

I understand from here, and no @ne knew which way 
Andrew had gone. H e ran away inthe early fall and 

was then going in an opposite direction to his home, 
away North. Mr. Waddy was out that way and a farmer I 
think notified him that four boys from this School were 
at his nouse. And on the way back Mr. Waddy brought 
them to the School.

INSTRUCTIONS 


When a pupil of an Indian Residential School dies, the Principal is required to inform the 
Indian Agent at once. 


On receipt of the Principal’s notice the Indian Agent shall convene a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other’s 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 


Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy. 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil’s 
death, 


The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement. In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 
the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it. 


If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 
the Department through the Indian Agent’s office. 


This inquiry is not designed to take the place of, or prevent, any other inquiry, including 
an inquest, whieh may be required by law 


If the pupil died as the result of an accident, the Indian Agent is required to take the state- 
ments of the witnesses of the accident, and attach them to this memorandum.

I regret to report the death of Andrew Gordon, 
pupil #280 of Gordon's Indian Residential School, the son 
of Davéd Gordon Jr. #116 Gordon's Band. The following is 
the report to the best of my knowledge. 


On Saturday afternoon March 11th 1939, Mr.Tooley, 
the Boys Supervisor at Gordon's School, advised the Brincip- 
al of the School, Mr.R.W.Frayling, that pupil Andrew Gordon 
was missing. The Principal asked some Indians who were in the 
office if they had seen the boy, and they answered "No". He 
teld them to bring the boy back if they found him when they 
went home. 


Mr.Tooley had been out with 36 beys all afternoon 
on play grounds near the lake, and the last time he remembers 
seeing Andrew was about 3 o'clock pem. He actually checked 
the boys at 5.15 p.m. and discovered Andrew was missing. He 
then reported it to the Principal. 


It appears that one old Indian named George Bitt- 
ernose actually saw the boy a few miles south of the School 
that evening, but the boy would not stop when he calIed to him 


Andrew Gordon's home is about seven miles from the 
School, most of the distance being through heavy bush country.

On the third day, Monday the 13th, David Gordon 
Sr. came back to Fisher's house, and was told that Andrew was 
missing. Hevid went back to the hills to Victor Gordon's 
house and told Mrs.Victer Gordon about it. That night they 
saw David Gordon Jr., the father of the missing boy, and told 
him that Andrew was missing. This was late at night. 
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On the fourth day, Tuesday 14th, the father (David 
Gordon Jr.) went back along a trail towards the School and 
found the body of his boy frozen to death in a snow drift. 
He went to the nearest telephone and called this office. I was 
away on the Poorman’s Reserve, but Mr.Stuart immediately not- 
ified the Principal of Gordon's School, the local detachment 
of the R.C.M.P., and Dr.Nelles the coroner. ‘The police drove 
out and had a lot of difficulty getting through the deep snow, 
but they brought the body back to Punnichy early in the morn- 
ing of the fifth day, Wednesday March 15th 1939. The coroner 
issued a certificate of cause of death from exhaustion and 
exposure to cold. In the presence of the father and myself, 
the police stripped the body and found no marks on it. The 
attached list shows what clothing the boy had on. 


The Principal and Superviso’ say the boy had not 
been corrected for any reason, nor do they know any reason why 
the bey should have run away. There has been a lot of trouble 
at this school from desertions, as you know from previous cor- 
respondence, and it does not appear to be the fault of the 
staff. They treat the children well, but that does not seem 
to prevent them from running away. 


It will be noticed from the reports that nothing 
much was done to get this boy back, nor to notify the father 
that he had run away. The Principal thimks he did all he 
possibly could, but the reports do not bear this out. If 
he had got a neighbouring Indian to track the boy when it was 
first discovered that he was missing, he might still be alive. 
The boy struggled ahout five or six miles through deep snow 
until he was exhausted, and a good Indian could have tracked 
him without trouble. 


The father was not notified at all until a relative 
told him, and then it was two days too late.

Mr. DeG. Stuart - Clerk of the Touchwood Indian 
Ageney was notified directly by David Gordon of the above 
facta, Stuart in turn notifying the Coroner - Dr. AePeF. 
Nelles of saymore, Saskatchewan. (J.'/.Waddy - Indian 
Agent of the Touchwood Indian .gency was absent at the 
time of receiving this report but was immediately notified 
on his return on the same date). 


Accompanied by the ',C.0. i/e this Detachment, I 
patrolled immediately by Lired livery team to the Gordon 
Indian Residential School where ‘oland Frayling - Prineip- 
al of the said Sehool was interviewed and the following 
Statement obtained from hime

Saturday afternoon about 5:15 PeMe Mr. Tooley, 
Bey's Supervisor, informed we that Andrew Gordon was 
missing. (I had just gone over to the cottage as the 
Chore B@11 had rung at 5 o'clock). 

I came over to the Gchool to make enquiries and 
gome of the Indians who were drawing wood to the School 
from the south end of the Reserve (the same direction 
of Andrew's home) wore in the office.

ndrew started at the age of seven years to go to the Gordon

On Monday at 7 P.M, Baptiste Pelletier told me he said 
I believe your boy ran away from school and went across the 
sumer trail, Then I didn't quite believe his statement but 
T had no offieial notice and on Tuesday morning I figured I 
would go and see Mr, Frayling about the matters 

Then right after breakfast on Tuesday I started off from 
my home alone aeross country for Gordon School on snow shoes, 
T had gone about a mile from my home and I saw tracke which I 
was pretty well sure were my boy's tracks, they were going 
east, I was then headed west.

In accordance with your radiogram of March 2lst, I have visited 
Gordon's School and enquired into the circumstances of the death of 
Andrew Gordon, an ll-year-old pupil of that school. I now beg to 
submit my report: 


About 1.45 p.m. on Saturday, March llth, forty-six boys, 
including Andrew, were taken by the boys' supervisor, Mr. Tooley, to 
a lake about 250 yards West of the School, where they skated and slid 
until about 4.30, when they were taken back to the playground at the 
School. 


At about 5.15 p.m. Mr. Tooley checked the boys in and found 
thet Andrew was missing. Nothing more was seen or heard of this boy 
until his body was found within threesquarters of a mile of his father's 
home, unless it was he that was seen about dusk that same evening by 
George Bitternose, en Indian living between two and three miles south 
or the School and on the road leading to Andrew's home. 


Bitternose at that time saw a boy near his home, but not 
knowing that one had run away from the School, thought it was some boy 
who had come to play with his children. When the boy saw Bitternose 
he started to run away and would not stop, although he, Bitternese, 
called to him. Bitternose, thinking he was a local boy, thought no- 
thing more about it until after the body was found. 


It is not known whether the boy left from the Lake or the 
Playground, as they were not checked in until three-quarters of an 
hour after coming in off the Lake. It is, however, known that he 
left some time between 3.00 and 5.15 pem., as an aeroplene passed 
over at 5.00 p.m. and Mr. Tooley distinctly remembers seeing him look- 
ing at the plane, but neither Mr. Tooley nor the other boys remember 
sesing him after that tims. 


At 5.15, upon finding the boy missing, Mr. Tooley reported 
thet fact to Mr. Frayling, the Principal, who then meade engatties of 
three Indians, namely, Harry Bitternose, John Bitternose, and another, 
who had just come in with loads of wood from the south, if they had 
seen anything of Andrew on the road. They stated they had not. Mr. 
Frayling then asked them to be on the lookout for him and if they saw 
him to bring him back to the School and he would pay them for so doing. 
Mr. Tooley also went down to the Lake to see if he could see anything 
of the boy or find any tracks. He found no trace of the boy and the 
snow was so tracked over thet it was impossible to find anything. 


On Sundey, March 12th, Mr. Frayling heard that the boy was 
with a relative living near John Fisher, who lives about half a mile 
from the School, across the Lake west. (The relative referred to is 
David Gordon Sr., whom they refer to as Grandfather, although he is an 
uncle, not a grandfather.) He instructed Mr. Tooley to investigate.

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« Mr. Tooley reported that he was told that Andrew Gordon's 
grandfather had left for Andrew's home, and understood then that Andrew 
had arrived home. Mr. Tooley, when questioned as to why he came to such 
@ conclusion, offered no reason, 


Mrs. Fisher, when questioned, made the following statement: 

"On Sunday, March 12th, Mr. Tooley called at my home and asked me if 

I had seen anything of Andrew Gordon, at the same time telling me that 
he had seen a boy around my yerd that day and thought it micht be he. 
I replied that the boy he saw was my boy, that Andrew hed not been 
here, that if he had his grandfather would have returned him to the 
School. I told him that grandfather had left for Andrew's home that 
morning. Mr. Tooley then left." 


Mrs. Fisher then informed me that, although grandfatehr had 
started for Andrew's home that morning, that he only went half way and 
then returned home. However, on finding that the boy was missing he 
left again on Monday morning to inform the boy's father. She also 
stated that the members of the Band were very much dissatisfied, that 
they felt they should have been notified and a search party organized. 


Mr. Waddy confirms Mrs. Fisher's statement thet grandfather 
carried the information of the missing boy to the boy's father on Mon- 
day. Mr. Weddy also informed me that when grandfather reached the home, 
the father was away and did not return until after dark. 


It will be noted that this disagrees with the police state- 
ment, in which they stated that Baptiste Pelletier first gave him the 
information at 7.00 p.m. Monday. This point, however, is immaterial, 
as they may both have been there. It, however, confirms the fact that 
the father knew nothing of the boy's having left the school, until efter 
dark Monday night. 

At daybreak on Tuesday morning, March 14th, the feather put 
on his snowshoes and started out to get information. About a mile from 
home he discovered tracks leading in the opposite direction to which he 
wes trevelling. He decided they were his son's tracks, turned, and 
followdéd them. He found that the person hed fallen five times in a 
short distance, and then found his son lying on his back, frozen, with 
his left arm sticking up. 


I might point out here thet this man lives in e very isolated 
place, a considerable distance from any other house, and in the woods. 
(He is a hunter and trapper.) There are two ways of getting to his 
place--what they call a summer and 2 winter road. He is seven miles 
from the School by the summer road and eleven miles by the winter road. 
The summer road is impassable for a team in winter, and this is the road 
the boy took. At that time there was from three to five feet of snow 
on this road. A rough sketch showing the roads is attached. 


The father, David Gordon Jr., upon finding the body, proceeded 
to a white farmer's house south of the Reserve and phoned the Agency, 
about 11.00 a.m. Mr. Waddy was at that time on Poorman's Reserve and 
did not return until 6.00 p.m. Mr. Stuart, however, immediately got in 
touch with the Police, the coroner and the School. 


The Police were instructed by the coroner that if there was 
no evidence of foul’ play, they were to bring the body to the Agency, 
which was done, and they arrived there about 4.00 a.m. Wednesday morning. 
The coroner arrived between 4.00 and 5.00 a.m. and, after viewing the 
body , decided an inquest was not necessary, and issued a certificate 
of death, due to exhaustion from exposure to cold. 


When the body.....ee 
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When the body was brought in, the clothing from the waist 
down was frozen to the body, due, no doubt, to wading through deep 
wet snow on Saturday, the: day he ran away, as the temperature was 35 
degrees above zero thet day at noon.

The body was thawed out and the clothing removed. The body 
was carefully examined for any marks or abrasions of any kind, but none 
were foupd. This was done in the presence of Mr. Waddy, the Police, and 
the boy's father. The father expressed himself as perfectly satisfied 
that the boy had not been beaten or abused in any way. 


In my enquiry, I carefully checked up with Mr. Frayling the 
methods he uses to prevent truancy, and I cannot find this boy's escape 
was due to any negligence on the part of the School officials. 


I also attempted to find some reason for the boy's leaving, 
but failed to find any. I found that the boy had not been punished for 
anything, that he was apparently happy and contented. I questioned 
his two closest boy chums, Sydney Bird and Benny Childs, as to whether 
they knew of any reason, whether they had ever heard him complain of 
the School or his treatment, or whether he hed ever said anything about 
running away. They stated that they had not, but one of them suggested 
he might have been homesick. I could not find any reason for his going, 
none, at least, for which the school or officials could be in any way 
held responsible. 


I informed Mr. Frayling thet I could not find that the boy's 
escape was due to any negligence on their part, or that his running awey 
was due to any fault of the School. The question was, was the boy's 
death due to lack of action on the part of the School after he had run 
away? 


Mr. Frayling stated that in cases of truancy of children 
from other Reserves, he always notified the Agent, but that in cases 
of children on that Reserve, he had not done so, and had not thought 
it necessary, due to their being so near their homes. With regard to 
following a boy who had run away, his experience had been that it was 
practically useless, as they were watching for pursuers and, at the 
first sound of a team, they would take to the woods and hide. 


The information received during the course of my enquiry 
may be summed up as follows: 


Andrew Gordon, a pupil of Gordon's School, ran away from the 
School between the hours of 3.00 and 5.15 p.m. on Saturday, March 11th. 
His absence was discovered at 5.15 p.m. by the supervisor, who im- 
mediately advised Mr. Frayling, the Principal. Mr. Frayling immediate- 
ly enquired of three Indians who hed just come in with loads of wood 
fpom the sbouth, in which direction the boy's home lay, if they hed 
seen the boy, and upon their stating that they had not, he asked them 
to be on the lookout for him--if they sew him, to return him to the 
School and he would pay them for so doing. The supervisor, Mr. Tooley, 
also went down to the Lake where the boys had been that afternoon, to 
see if he could find any trace of him 


On Sunday, March llth, Mr. Tooley enquired of Mrs. Fisher, 
an Indian women living about one half mile west of the School, if she 
ahd seen the boy, and was informed thet the boy's so-called grandfather 
had left for the boy's home that morning. 


On Mondayiay,....... 
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On Mondeyj«March 13, Mr. Frayling enquired as to whether 
anything had been heard. At 7.00 p.m. the boy's father was advised by 
another Indian that his boy had run away. On Tuesdsy morning the boy's 
father found the boy's body about three-quarters of e mile from his 
home, and at aboutll.00 a.m. notified the Agency. Mr. Stuart, Agency 
Clerk, at once notified the Police, cormmer and school. The telephone 
call from the boy's father, saying that he had found his son's body, 
wes the first intimation the Agent or Police had that the boy was 
missing, and the Farming Instructor first learned of it from the Police 
when they were after the body. 


On Wednesday, March 15th, the body was taken to the Agency 
at about 4.00 a.m. and shortly after was viewed by the coroner, who 
decided an inquest was not necessary.

j Under separate cover, I am forwarding report on the fatality at 
abrdon's School. 


You will note that in this report I have just steted the facts 
in the case, making no comments. You will note by the report that practi- 
cally no effort was made to trace this boy; that the boy's uncle (so-called 
grandfather) lives withinvhalf a mile of the Sehool, but no effort was made 
to advise him until Sunday afternoon. 


The Principal made a mistake, there is no question about that. 
However, nothing can be done now to rectify it, and I do not believe that 
he will ever make another of thet kind. The only question now is, what 
effect is it going to have on the School? There is considerable dis- 
satisfaction among the Indians. They feel that they should have been 
notified and a search party got out, and there is no doubt in my mind that, 
if this hed been done, the boy would be alive today. 


In discussing the matter with Mr. Waddy, he feels that Mr. Fray- 
ling has lost the confidence of the Indians and that he should be transferred 
to some other school. Archdeacon Irwin was in yesterday. He also feels 
thet proper efforts were not made to trace the boy. He informs me, however, 
that they have no other school to which they could transfer him, and he 
would like to see him given a severmsreprimand and left where he is. 


It is my opinion that we should wait for at least enother month 
end find just whet the reaction of the Indians is going to be, before making 


any decision as to what should be done.

I am in receipt of a report dated March 29, 
1939, submitted to the Department by Dr. Robertson, 
immediately following his investigation of the circum- 
stances that led to the death of Andrew Gordon, an 
ll year old pupil enrolled at your school. 


Dr. Robertson, in his report, states: 


"I informed Mr. Frayling that I could 
not find that the boy's eseape was due to any 
negligence on his part or that his running 
away was due to any fault of the school. The 
question was - was the boy's death due to lack 
of action on the part of the school staff after 
he (the boy) had run away?* 


I am anxlous that you should discuss the 
circumstances of this boy's death again with the Agent 
and, if convenient, with Dr. Robertson. It seems to me 
that, following the escape of a pupil from a residential 
school, certain steps should be immediately taken. 

These steps in my judgment are:- 


1. The information should be conveyed to 
the agent and to any police officials that may 
be available in the community; 


2. A search should be instituted at once. 


The fact that a boy may take to the bush or 
that it may be difficult to find him is in my judgment 
no reason whatever why a search should not be organized.

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In fact, the Principal himself, in his own interests 
and in the interests of his staff, should take these 
steps. Public opinion will have very little sympathy 
with the members of a school staff who refuse to 
follow an escaped pupil simply because it may be 
difficult to find him. 


Of course, I am not familiar with local 
conditions, although br. Robertson very kindly enclosed 
a sketch map of the district with his report. I am very 
anxious, however, that the reputation of our residential 
schools should be maintained and that Indian parents 
should be able to send their children to these schools 
from year to year with the full assurance that they will 
be protected from all hazards by the members of the 
teaching staff, In view of the fact that a great many 
Indian parents appear to be prejudiced aga nst Indian 
residential schools, it is particularly desirable that 
we should do everything possible to remove any suspicion 
or distrust that may exist in the minds of Indian parents.

I have for acknowledgment a report dated 
March 29, 1939, sent forward by you immediately following 
your investigation of the circumstances leading to the death 
of Andrew Gordon, of the Gordon's Indian Kesidential School. 


I note with interest your statement "that you 
coulc not find the boy's escape was due to any nerligence 
on the part of the Principal or that his running away was 
due to any fault of the school". In view of all the circum- 
stances, it is just possible thet the Principal and the members 
of the staff did all that they considered necessary to find 
this boy after his departure from the institution. 


I am convinced that when a pupil is missing from 
@ residential school immediate steps should be taken by the 
Principal to notify the police and in addition to this to 
institute an immediate search. The fact that the boy may 
take refuge in the bush or the fact that it may be difficult 
to find him is in my judgment no justification whatever for 
not making an immediate search. It has occurred to me that 
these steps should be taken by the Principal in his own 
interests. Public opinion will have very little sympathy with 
@ principal who does not do all that is humanly possible to 
find and bring back to the school pupils who may escape, 
particularly during the winter months. 


I desire to thank you for your report, which 
seems to cover the circumstances of this case very thoroughly. 
I am today communicating with Mr. Frayling, the Principal.

I desire to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of the 16th instant, in which you intimate that 
you have »een discussing with Mr. Yaddy ways end means 
of inereasine the @reculer attendance at the above- 
noted school. 


In view of the war conditions now 
confronting us, it is of the utmost importance that 
the closest possible cooperation should exist between 
our officials in the field and the Principals of our 
resi¢ential schools. We are anxious that the residen- 
tial sehools should heve enrolled durine this period 
the full quota of pupils for which they secure # per 
capita grant from the Department, but we are snxious 
also that where day schools are established and where 
home conditions sre reasonably good, Indian pupils 
should attend these schools. I note from the lest 
return thet there ere 129 pupils enrolled at the 
Gordon's school. In view of the fact that this in- 
stitution is receiving o per capita grant for only 
120 pupils, I ean see no reason why & or 9 of the 
pupils from cood homes should not attend the day 
school. This is a matter, however, that cannot be 
easily adjusted from Ottawa. It is « piece of 
constructive work that must be undertaken by the prineipsls 
of the residential schools and our Indian agents. [If the

In response to the request contained in your 
letter of June 5, I am sending forward herewith a statement 
of the grants made to the Gordon Indian Residential School 
during the years 1929-30 to 1938-39, inclusive and also 
the expenditures made for repairs, purchase of equipment, 
purchase of school supplies - text-books, etc. 


The present Gordon residential school was 
built during the years 1929-30 and 1939-31 and this fact 
explains the comparatively large expenditures ineurred 
during these years. 


I may state that residential schools, with 
the exception of a few schools built by the Churches, are 
built by the Government. The equipment is supplied by the 
Government and the school buildinys are kept in repair 
by the Government. In the case of the Gordon school, the 
major portion of the clothing required by the children is, 
I understand, provided by the Women's Missionary Society 
of the Anglican Church. 


In a separate communication I shall attempt 
to answer the other cuestions in your letter, relating to 
Indian relief.

"Some improvement has been made in 
the kindergarten room. The noises from the 
adjoining playroom are not now so noticeable, 
but it is regrettable that in a building of 
this size better accommodation could not be 
provided for pupils who spend the greater 
pert of the day in the classroom". 


I should like to have from you a special 
report on elassroom accommodation at the Gordon's 
Residential School. It would be appreciated if you 
would explein fully why the Principal finds it necessary 
to conduet the primary class in the basement of the 
building. You should also discuss the present enrolment 
with the Principal and state definitely if in your 
juégment the present enrolment is too large for the 
classroom accommodation available. 


The Department is in receipt of a letter 
from G. H, Castleden, Esq., M.P., in which he states 
that a great deal of dissatisfaction exists amongst the 
Indian pegeestice of the reserve with respect to the 
Gordon's Residential School, the treatment of the pupils 
and the inability of the pupils to complete their publie 
school courses. A general report, therefore, on the 
work of this school would be appreciated by the 
Department.

In addition to the Principal and the teachers, 
Mies B. Atwater is employed as matron, “re.

The offictels find it diffieult to understand 
the reference in your co-munteation to the Prandon high 
School. It hes been the policy of the Department curing 
the last three or four year perio’ to emphasize increas- 
ingly the imoortance of vocational instruction in the 
training of Indian pupils. It has been suggested in 
cireviar letters sent out from time to time that at 
least one-third of the actual classroom perio? be devoted 
to voeational projects. Soys are given instruction tn 
farming, carpentry work, Dlackamithing, ete., and girle, 
in hand loon weavings, eroehet work, sewing, home-macing, 
ete. It will thus be seen that it is considered 
inadvisable for the principals of our schools to follow 
slavishly the provinetal curricula. However, there is 
no obstacle placed in the way of an Indian pupil who 
displeys en unusual aptitude for abstract study. Sueh 
pupils are encouraged to proceed with the regular 
public sehool and high sehool courses, 


The Inspector's reports on the Gordon's School 
have been uniformly satisfactory over a period of years, 
with the exception of over-crowding in the kindergarten 
class, referred to by the Inspector in his report of 
October 16, 1939. There has not been an adverse report 
on the elassrcom work at this school at any time in 
recent years. The present principal was selected by the 
Bishop of CutAppelle end by Commissioner Graham. Tt is 
my understanding that he was selected in the hope that 
a leyman rather than a clergyman would prove sore 


acceptable - 
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acceptable to the Indien parents. 


The Indian population on the reserve, hovever, 
have never been fully satisfied with the operation of 
the school. Their cemand is for an Indian day school. 

I find it diffieult to convince myself that the course 
provided in such a school, if it were establishec, would 
be superior to the courses of study at present provided 
at the residential school. In addition to this fact, 

we must keep in mind that the Gordon's Residential 
Sehool was rebuilt in the year 1950 at a cost of 
$114,790.07. In view of the wer conditions now con- 
fronting us, it ts not eat all likely that the Govern- 
ment will abendon this school and esteblish e day school 
on the reserve at any time in the immediate future. 


Our residential sehools are, as you know, 
subject to regular inspection by publ ie school inspectors. 
In addition to this, the Gordon's Residential Sehool is 
visited riodically by the [Indian Acent and by the 
General erintendent of Indien Arencies, 


May I express the hope that you will find it 
convenient to visit this Department during the course 
of the session. Tf feel confident thet such a visit 
would eneble you to secure information from the offteials 
that cannot easily be obtained and passed on to you by 
letter. Such interviews invariably prove helpful to 
our officials and frecuently result in Yembers obtaining 
a better understanding of the Indien problems in whieh 
they ere interested.

There are two large class rooms here which 
are used for the larger 1: ils, omafor girls and one 
for boys. A kindergarde was re ,uired, so a room 
is made at the east end of girls play room. This room 
is well ventilated, but the floor is sbout three feet 
or so below groung level, however it has plenty of 
window space above the ground level and is quite 
bright. Re the noise. There can be no noise from 
play room when classes are on as other children are 
then in their class rooms, and the kindergarden ones 
are alweys let out of class prior to closing of the 
other class rooms for recess etc. 

A kindergarden room is necessary in this 
school, and this room is not hurting the health of the 
pupils in any nner, the principal seys it is 
necessary to have a kindergarden. The enrolment is 
already cut down from former years. 

Some Indians will always be dissatisfied 
with the school, one or two families have always been 
talking about the school, but it is well run. 

Our system of having big pupils leave class 
rooms part of the day to learn house work and to do 
fara work holds back the pupils, and until this is 
changed our pupils will not get to higher grades 
before discharge at proper age 

Dr. Ferguson the T.B. San. Supt. just 
examined the children at Gordons. He told the principal 
this school had the healthiest lot of pupils and the 
place was a credit to any institution. He was right. 

I am sure that the principal would like to 
have Mr. Castleden visit the school any time he is 
in the district, no notice of hig visit would be 
expected, this plece is always/Ahe same.

It is difficult to undéerstan¢ why the 
teacher found it necessary to lock the memoers of the 
primary class in the schoolroom. Sveh ection on her 
part is, os you know, contrary to resvlations and 
shoul be discontinued at once. 


Tt have been in communication with the Indian 
sqen’ in respect to the use of the basement for the 
kindergarten class. It might be advisable for you to 
diseuss with the Indian Azent or with the General 
Superintendent of Acencies this basement accommodation, 
just as soon as you cen conveniently do so. [t is my 
understanding that the Gordon Sehool is @ conparstively 
new and up-to-date building. In view of this fect, it 
appears somerhat regrettable that it has been found 
necessary to provide classroom accommodation in the 
basement. The Inspector has never been wholly satisfied 
with this arrangement. 


I feel it is only fair to you to state that 
a nunber of letters have reached me within the last year 
in respect to the Gordon School. It was pointed out in

I am in receipt of your letter of the 29th. 
ult. Mr. R.W. Frayling, as far as I know had no 
teaching experience prior to his appointment as 
Principal of Gordon's Indian School, but was a business 
man. 


His appointment took place under my 
predecessor (now Archbishop of Rupert's Land) but I was 
then his Archdeacon and Chairman of the Indian Committee 
of the Diocese, hence my knowledge of the matter. I 
remember very well journeying to Ottawa with Bishop 
Harding to see Dr. Duncan U. Scott of the Department of 
Indian Affairs who had requested the removal of the Rev. 
F. Stanford, Principal of Gordon's Indian Resddential 
School. At this interview Dr. Scott insisted that a new 
Principal be appointed who would be a business man, @ 
man of executive ability; as he felt that the institution 
required one of such capacity who would have experience 
in the purchasing of goods and supplies and who would 
devote his time entirely to the management of the 
institution. The bishop urged the appointment of another 
clergyman, but Dr. Scott was entirely against it: so also 
was Indian Commissioner Graham.

Answering the matter of letters having reached you in respect to 
the learning of the pupils,naming the Grade V as the highest obtained 
is most untruthful-I have just gone over some of the Discharge Sheets 
(same will be on your Pile possibly) and find there wem@® 22 in Grade VI, 

24 in Grade VII and 1 in Grade VIII-Many children come into school at 
ages from 12 to 15,having attended Day School in some cases,and leave 
at 16 years-liow is it possible to show very marked improvement at such 

age of entry? The reason for this late entry in some cases because 
here at Gordon's on leaving school(providing there has beem good 
behaviour) we outfit them from head to foot with enough clothes to last 
for a considerable time - 

I have heard thet Mr.Glt-Castleden,our Member,has been giving the 

Indians interviews and to whom they (the Indians) vent their feelings 


respecting other parts of the Indian Department as well as the schools. 
There are a few Indians on each Reserve who are agitators-ithey don't 


work to try aad improve their condition,but just keep on trying to 
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raise cord-I would appreciate Mr-Castleden's visit to the school, 
and cam assure you that no special preparations would be made,as I 
endeavour to keep the school fit for inspection at all times. 

This is a very lengthy epistle,but to sive you the facts as thomh 
you were here is what I gather you wish-I shall as in the past be most 
pleased to do anything for the improvement and advancement of the Indian 


echild,and will gladly welcome any suggestion to that end.

In his report Inspector Moir wrote as follows 
regarding teaching methods:

"Miss Sloan has broadened her work and is 
using many teaching devices; she has purchased a 
radio and will use it in the classroom.

"Many of the suggestions made in the previous 
report and in discussions with the teachers are being 
carried out.

Some time ago, the Reverend Principal of the new 
Gordon's Indian Boarding School asked to have a soft water 
cistern built in order to conserve the rain water carried from 
the roofs , for use in the laundry . He was advised at that 
time that the matter would be given consideration when the 
barns were being erected. 


Mr. Swan, Inspector of Constraction, was written to 
recently and asked to obtain and submit to the Department , a 
price for the building of a proposed conerete cistern. He has 
submitted a price from the contractors for the barn , of $1,400, 
also a price from Mr. Hemsworth, for $1,200.00, but Mr. 
Hemsworth would be unable to undertake the work until next 
year. I would recommend that Mr. Swan be authorized to have 
the cistern built by the contractors for the school barns » on 
@ cost plus ten per cent basis. 


When the water system was provided in building this 
school, last year, a well was sunk , adjacent to the lake, and 
it was figured that the water would soak through from the lake 
to the well , which has not proven satisfactory, and it will 
therefore be necessary to @ig a trench , and fill same with 
gravel leading from the well to the lake , at an estimated 
cost of $400.00. This work was not done at the time the water 
system was installed, as it was hoped that the extra expense 
might be saved. It is evident,however, that it will be necess: 
to install this trench, and I would recommend that Mr. Swan 
be instructed to have this work carried out by the contractors 
for the barn , on « cost plus ten per cent basis.

We made provision to tap gf’ the water presmre in the boiler 
room and leave the building oat the S. E. corner running direct on 
to the barns with inch and a quarter pipe and 7 foot trench. Then 
at the terminal we are digging 6x6 Cess-pool space about 10 foot depp. 
This will be filled with rock or gravel and will give ample space for 
back-drains on your pipe in the winter time. Also provision has been 
made for a 6x6 building on top with siding and shingles and a galvanized 
water trough. In fact everything will be camlete to turn on the water 
when we are through. 

Upon checking over the estimate I find that excavation is more than 
half the cost of the work as the ground in that vicinity seems to be 
very hard. I have caloulted on the basis of about 2.00 per yard but 
it is somewhat of a gamble as to what we are likely to encounter. How- 
ever we are prepared to see the job through to a final finish on that 
basis.

I beg to report that the work on improving the water supply 
has been finished today.’his work I arranged to have done 

by some of the men working for A.W. ileise Co,as the Rev.™r. 
Atwater had let the contract for a small church to this company 
on the reserve.Under these conditions the work on the water 
supply was not continuous,but time sheets have been carefully 
kept and these will be forwarded within a few days.I have 
asked the A,W.Heise Co,to pay these men in the usual way,and 
to also pay for the materials,This they were willing to do 
because they still had their men and equipment on the reserve. 
the filter trench was dug to the bottom of the well, extending 
out sixteen feet to the water's edge,and eight feet wide;this 
was filled with stone and gravel to the normal level of the 
water in the well,and then boarded over and earth filled on 
the top.The trench was cribbed with 2” plank, Four feet helow 
the surface of the lake an eight inch gal.iron culvert was 
taken ont forty feet from the end of the trench into the lake.

We very much appreciate the trouble you have gone 
to in getting the electrician in Punnichy to fix up the 
rheostat for us. We are very sorry that this rheostat was 
omitted, and it has put us in rather a bad position, as no 
doubt we should have seen that this was in place, but owing 
to the fact that the plent was not operated after the ine- 
tallation was supposed to be completed, we did not go quite 
sufficiently into this matter, but we do hope that this will 
now adjust the system satisfactorily. 


With regard to the grates, it is almost impossible 
for us to pass an opinion without seeing the casting, because 
@ very slight negleot by the operator would melt out any 
grate, irrespective of what quality of iron it was made from. 
However, we are taking this matter up with our sub-contract- 
ors and we may be able to find out if the Gurney people have 
had trouble with other bars. If they have not, we feel that 
it is most likely due to ashes clogging up sufficiently to 
burn out the castings.

We have certain equipment in the Warehouse here that could 
be used if we had a proper building in which to inetall the 
benches,etc. The Department might consider the question 

of erecting s small frame carpentry shop, well away from 
the main building down by the stables, where we could carry 
on a certain amount of mamal work. Of course, the main 
object of the school should be to train the boys and girls 
in the line of Agriculture, but it is also neccessary that 
the boys should have a knowledge of carpentry,blacksmithing, 
etc. This branch of the work has almost disappeared in some 
of our larger schools, at Qu'Appelle forinstances.

I have examined the center grate 
supports in these boilers, and find that they have sagged 
down and allowed the grates to fall to ash pit floor. this 
is invariably caused by ashes being allowed to accumulate in 
the ash pit, and not allowing a free circulation of air 
to keép the grates cool,or hot coals dropping into the 
ash pit and causing the same to become so hot that the 
center support and grates are bound to warp. Gare must 
be taken that the pit is clear of ash at all times, and 
cleared of ash as often as required, and nét at stated 
times for the reason that different coals require different 
attention or have more ash, and in the case of the Tofield 
coal being used at this school, hot coals drop through 
the grates when the fire is disturbed by firing or otherwise 
and these will remain a red hot mass for hours. I would 
Suggest that the ash pit be lowered by cutting into the floo 
below the boiler pits so as to allow a larger volume of 
air under the grates, but this would be of no use benefit 
unless kept clean of ash.

bear Mr. Atwater: 


Thank you for your letter of the 16th inst., with 
further information with regard to the Drunheller Coal. 
The coal they are using in the large hot-water furnace 
in the St. Cuthbert's house used as the Theological 
College hare, is Sareened Miners Run, from either the 
Crows Nest mine at Fernie, or some other mine in that 
local ity. The coal used in the large steam furnaces 
in the St. Chad's College building, now used as the Girls 
school, is Miners Run unscreened, from the Crows Nest Mine. 
The latter costs $11.25 per ton delivered, and the former 
$15.50 per ton. I think it possible you may find the Miners 
Run unscreened steam coal, to be a more satisfactory coal 
for a big plant like Gordon's School, and I am satisfied 
that von could get better prices than we have been paving 
locally. On the other hand, if you are able to burn satis- 
factorily, a soft coal, they are very much cleaner to handle, 
and I’ think,have less waste in them. 


It 18 unfortunate about the defective building construction,, 
but we find the same in every contract building in the country, 
The only possible thing we could suggest, is to get the Govarn- 
ment to put on "Chamberlain" metal stripping on windows and 
outside doors, or the "hockwood" metsl strinpoing on storm sashes 
By the use of this metal stripping, we have in the Synod office, 
cut down our coal bill by one-third. In my opinion, metal strip 
ping of some kind must be used in all public buildings. No doubt 
there are different kinds on the market, and vou could look into 
the matter and take it up with the Lept. 
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Rev. H. We. Atwater, 


The Apportionment Committee met vesterday and passed 
estimate for your stipendiary grant for $900 for 1923. 
I am sorry to say that we were quite a bit down on our assess- 
ment thie year owing to financial conditions, and that our 
over-draft has been increased by $6500, on our workings in 
1922, but this of course was to be expected. We did not pass 
any additional vote for Gordon's School, as we did not have 
any requisition from you to do that. We think it is very 
wonderful that you have been enabled to finance things in 
the new building, without indebtedness upon the Government 
grant, and your excellent management in home produce. But 
if you think it is necessary for me to apply for an allowance 
on the 1923 budget, I shall be glad if you will make the items 
known to me in time for our meeting of the Executive Comhittee, 
on January 3lst.

In accordance with your instructions I have made an 
inspection of the above school,to ascertain the 

reason for the Rev.Principal's complaints. 

During our most severe weather last winter there was 
some delay in ceal delimery to the school,and the 
heating plant had to be kept going by using wood,most 
of which was green.As a result of this some of the 
pipes froze up;particularly the wet returns from the 
playroomsa.You may remember that I took this matter up 
with Mr.Orr &@at October, 3rd.1921. 

Hegarding the loose windows I find that the sabh have 
shrunk somewhat,but not more than is usual under 
conditions in the West;except in one suse in the 

South class room,where there is as that can be 
actually pulled past the stops.This must either have 
been planed down since or was overlooked and left a 
very loose fit at completion of the job.To have perfettly 
tight windows it would be necessary to put on some form 
of weather strip. 

The plaster has cracked wherever lathed work meets 

that put direct upon tile or brick.This of course is 

to be expected on account of the unequal shrinkage. 
Generally the plaster is in good condition. 

Where wooden beams are exposed in Kitchen there is 
quite a little shrinkage where glazed brick hs built 
around the ends of these.A moulding could easily be 
mitred around these to hide the open joints, 

In the Rev.Principal's suite there appears to be more t:m 
usual shrinkage between the base and floor,and in this 
case tne shoe strip wae nailed to the base instead of toe 
the floor. 

Some of whe doors have shrunk,but the condition can be 
remedied by setting the butts out slightly.Solid doors, 
particularly those of pine or fir,are never free from 
shrinkage to some extent.The only door to stand up is 
the veneered door. 
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The coal bin has pulled away from the boiler room wall 
much more than it should have done even though it was 
built during cold weather and after the main walls werep 
up. 

The man in charge of the engines states that the 
generator engine is overloaded, due to the fact that 
there is not a direct drive to the generator.Owing to 
the lack of room in the generator room a direct drive is 
no practicable.The day that I made my inspection the 
engine was running well with generator and all laundry 
machinery.I was told that the engineer from Punnichy 
had been out end cleaned it.I afterwards saw this 
engineer and he explained that the engine had not been 
properly timed in the first place and he had changed 
the timer, 

I might repeat what I have mentioned in a previous 
report that the laundry is much too crowded,and with 
the amount of machinery installed might well have been 
twice the size, 

rhere appears to have been no further trouble with the 
grate supports, under heating boilers, sagging. 

While in Regina I saw Mr.Smith of Smith Bros.& Wilson, 
and he promised to come up to Punnichy and go over the & 
building with me and see what could be done to remedy 
some of the defects.He intends to do this as sccn as 
the roads are fit for car travel. 

You will of course understand that all lumber in use 

in the west will ehrink after it is in place. 

During the winter months here the buildings are heated 
to a high temperature with no provisions for humidifying 
the air with the result that all lumber shows the 
effects to some extent.In many cases with the return 

of wet weather and open windows in the spring and 
Bummer much of it swells up again.ihe kiln dried lumber 
of the present day is not like the ten year seasoned 
material of some years ago. 

For a large building that is Practically all lumber 
construction I consider the amount of shrinkage not 
more than normal. 

When I can get Mr Smith on the job I shall be able to 
have some of the items attended to. 

If there is any further information that |! can obtain 
for you 1 shall be pleased to send it,

It appears from Rev. H.W.Atwater's letter of the 
10th instant, File 121-1l-1, thet a voucher in fevour of 
J-Schlosser for $90.00 and one iy favour of F.Rudolph 
for $30.00 submitted by J.3.Hardinge, ex-agent, under 
cover of letters dated July 18th last on file 121-1-5, 
are probably false and a question has arisen as to whether 
an action could properly be taken azainst li. Hardinge 
in respect of the submission of such vouchers. If these 
vouchers are false it may be that it is due to gross 
negligence on the part of Mr. Hardinge in taking the word 
of the said claimants without investigating to see whether 
Such work had been done or not, and if that is the case 
I do not think action could be taken against him but it 
would appear that action might be taken against these 
Claimants for obtaining money on false pretense under the 
provisions of Section 405 of the Criminal Code. 


In order to prosecute Mr. Hardinze under the pro- 
visions of said Section 405 for procuring property to be 
delivered to any person other than himself or under Section 
415 for falsifying a paper or document, it would have to be 
Shown that Mr. Hardinge did this with intent to defraud. I 
think that it would be well to haVe one of our nspectors 
Consult with Rev. Atwater and then interview Messrs, 
Schlosser and Rudolph to have them give the particulars of 
the work rendered by them and show the land they claim to 
have plowed, and to find out if possible whether thete was 
any conspiracy between Mr. Herdinge and these men for secur- 
ing the payment of the said sums.

I wish: to bring to your attention a 
matter that I think requires prompt attention. I 
refer to the lighting system at the Gordon School in 
the Touchwood Ageney, which was built by Messrs. Smith 
Bros. & Wilson. 


The storage battery, which cost the 
vepartment in the neighbourhood of $2600.00, was put 
out of commission in six months after it wag installed, 
and since that date up to the prasent time, the battery 
has been dormant and useless. This eondition was 
brought about through no other cause whatever than 
incompetent management on the  vart of the man who is 
still in charge of this plant. 


The situation is that should the engine 
break down at any time, they would be in comyglete 
darkness, and tha whole water system would be cut off.

I beg to refer you to my letter to you 
of the 19th of May last and your reply of the 27th idem 
#121-1-5 regarding repairs to the interior of the Gordon 
Boarding School, and also repairs to the lighting plant at 
that institution. What I wish to have done with the 
lighting plant is to have it thoroughly overhauled and 
changed from a line shaft to a direct drive, which will 
eliminate the generating of a lot of unnecessary power. 
We have made changes of this kind at other schools, and 
while it is hard to arrive at what the exact cost will be 
for* doing the work, I would say that it would be in the 
neighborhood of $150.00. 


The henhouse asked for in my letter has 
not been authorized. This institution is sadly in need of 
a henhouse, and if you can see your way clear to make & 
grant of $300.00 for this purpose I will be glad. You 
will understand that this school has never had any small 
outbuildings supplied. At the Old Sun's School on the 
Blackfoot Reserve we have erected outbuildings, and we 
are putting up outbuildings at all our new schools. 
Gordon's School is entitled to the same consideration as 
other schools and in fact it will be impossible for the 
school to function without proper outbuildings and the 
grant that I am asking for is a small one. 


With reference to the kalsomining of 
the interior; this will be done by the members of the staff 
and the bigger boys. The school authorities are willing 
to do this and I would ask for a grant of $175.00 with 
which to purchase material. The season is well advanced 
and I would be glad to get this work cleaned up be

With the carpenters and the electrician away all 
has now been done on the above that can be done until opring; 
with the exception one or two things which could have been 
done if 1 had caught the carpenters before they had left the 
job i.e. painting the water and soil pipes in the bath room, 
placing nickel plated floor rings on all pipes in bath room 
and finishing the white painted wood-work with one coat of 
white enamel. these items though can be attended to when the 
painters are on the job in the spring doing the outside pai nt- 
ing, as of course none of this was done owing to weather 
condi tions. 


where is still a wooden seat to come for the fixture 
in the bath room. 


I believe it would have been better if arrangoments 
had been made to cover the furnace and pipes with asbestos, 
although Canon Irwin states that he will not be using the base- 
ment for vegetable storage, the loss of heat in the basement 
is not necessary.

Dear Mr. Graham:- 

I beg to submit the following report on 
the Gordon School inspected December 9th, during my 
inspection of the Touchwood Agency. 

This school is under the management of 
the Church of Sngland with Rev. Canon Irwin as Principal. 
I found the entire building clean and tidy and all the 
departments being carried on with splendid discipline. 
The dormitories were clean with plenty of fresh air, and 
no offensive odors of any kind. The beds were exception- 
ally clean, with a white spread on each. 

The laundry is very small and cramped. 
The stove which supplies heat for the clothes dryer 
smokes so badly that it cannot be used. The smoke gets 
into the dryer and makes the clothes dark and smoky. 
This must be due to some part being burned out or faulty 
drafts and should not be an expensive matter to have 
fixed. ‘There is also in the laundry a small soft water 
tank; this takes up considerable room and does not begin 
to supply even the staff with sufficient soft water. 
fhe children number about 100 and with a staff of 8 to 
10, one can understand a lot of washing is necessary, 
all of which must be done with hard water. If there is 
no available room in the school for a large tank, I Se6 
no reason why a cement under-ground tank could not be 
built just outside the school, in which the water from 
the entire roof might be collected for use in washing 
and especially for bath purposes. This would be a

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wonderful help to the laundry matron, and by 
removing the tank now in the laundry, considerable 
more floor space would be added for carrying on the 
work of that department. 

fhe senior class room, of which Miss 
Atwater is in charge, was tidy and well ventilated. 
The class work was good and the children in the various 
grades appeared to be well up in their respective grades. 
I feel that Mise Atwater is doing good work here. 


fhe junior room is in charge of Mre John

Miss Howe, one of the two sewing teachers, 
has just left, but the Principal is endeavouring to fill 
the vacancy. in addition to the above mentioned, a helper, 
an indian, is kept to do work around the barns. All told, 
there are 11 on the staff and the Indian helper. This 
appears like a large staff for 100 pupils. As regards 
the lady members of the staff, 1 believe they are 
efficient and are doing good work. 

Mr. Meredith has not made a success and 
is leaving. ‘The Yarmer, Mr. Rogers, from what 1 could 


learn, is not up to the mark and is handicapped because 


of deafness. 
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of deafness. I told Rev. Canon Irwin that I felt he 

needed a good young man, preferably married, who would take 
hold 6f the situation and make a success of it. This, 

of course, would necessitate another home. He 
acknowledged Mr. Rogers aid not fill the bill and he 
Antended securing another man for Spring. The other man 
appear to understand their work and lir. Sworder, the 
Engineer, keeps everything very tidy and in good repair. 

Rev. Canon Irwin, the Principal, is a very 
energetic and hard working man. Hé is very determined 
and 1 believe has the success of the school at heart. 
Shoulda he be successful in obtaining the proper teacher 
and Farming Inetructor for the coming year, there is no 
reason why splendid work should not be accomplished under 
his direction. 

The cattle barn is too small; at present 
it is necessary to use part of the pig barn to accommeadate 
the young heifers and calves. Fourteen cows are kept 
in the cow barn and this only supplies milk for the 
school. The Principal would like this number doubled 
go that butter could also be made. However, to do this, 
more barn room will be needed and unless something can 
be done before another winter, the Rev. Canon irwin will 
have to dispose of some of his young cattle, as it is 
impossible to winter dairy cattle outside. This line of 
farming I believe to be one of the most important and I 
would like to see barn room provided so that the natural 
increase may be cared for and the school herd enlarged. 

A new chicken house has been built but 
is of no use for this climate. ‘There is only one ply 
of lumber on the walls and this has dried out, so that 


they are full of cracks. These walls should be covered 


with good 
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with good paper and sided up again to make them wind-proof. 
The front of this building has four windows, two above 

two. These windows should be lower down and put all 
across the front of the building so as to allow the 
sunlight to strike on the floor. Abrve these windows 
cotton is needed to allow plenty of fresh air. A cement 
floor, drop boards and lumber for neSts would make this 

an up-to-date house and of some use. At present no 
poultry is kept. 

A machine shed is badly needed here. These 
are the boys we expect to be our farmers in the future, 
consequently, we should educate them to care for machinery 
and not leave it out in the weather as is done here. 

When this shed is built, we should bear in mind to build 
one large enough to cover all machinery necessary to run 
an institution such as this. 

The horse barn is about 24' x 24' and in 
good repair. However, this barn is small and if any barns 
are built, this should be kept in mind so that sufficient 
room, both for horses and increase in cattle be provided 
for. 

At the rear of the school are a number 
of small buildings which were in use at the time of 
the construction of the new school. These buildings 
are all used for various purposes, such as granariéss 
and garage, nevertheless, they do not add to the appear- 
ance of the school and should be removed. 

The new home built for the Principal was 
finished except for some painting, and would be ready 
to ocoupy at any time. ‘his is a splendid home with a 
lovely large living room, fireplace, two bedrooms, a 
bathroom and an enclosed verandah. This should make a 


comfortable 
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comfortable and pleasant dwelling. 

The children looked exceptionally 
healthy. They were well clothed and clean. fhe dinner 
provided for the children on the day of inspection was 
well cooked and ample for all. ‘These children appeared 
very happy and carefree. 

While inspecting the school the Principal 
pointed out the necessity for a telephone in the school. 
I think he is quite right in his request. fThis school 
is about 8 miles from town and many trips could be 
avoided and a great deal of time saved by the installation 
of a phone. Of course, in case of sudden or severe 
sickness, it’s value could not be estimated. 

The Principal complained about the water 
pipes in the school freezing. He claims the cold gets in 
around the window frames, especially when a hard wind 
blows and on the side where the wind strikes the water 
pipes will freeze in spite of the boilers being fired 
heavily. One side of the building will be hot, while 


on the windy side, the pipes will freeze. Several pipes (¢ 


were frozen and broke a few days before I inspected the 
school, but it seems hard to understand as the 

temperature would not be lower at that time than 20 Me 
below with a wind and if the boilers had been properly N J 
fired this should not have happened. I believe the we 
window frames are poorly installed as one could feel \ 
quite a draft directly under the windows,even on the day 
of inspection when only a slight wind was blowing. ak

I beg to enclose herewith a report of an 
inspection on the various schools in the Touchwood Agency, viz+ 
Goréon Indian Boarding School, Day Star Indian Day School, and 
St. Mary's Day School, all under the auspices of the Church of 
England, and the Muscowequan Boarding School, situated on the 
Muscowequan Reserve, ewa under the auspices of the R.C.Church. 


With reference to the laapevier | ¢ remarks 
regarding the laundry in the Gordon School. his laundry is 
undoubtedly too small for an institution of this kind. I have 
been in it several times and I came to this conclusion, but 
there appears to be no remedy for this without incurring a lot 
of expense. Regardi the stove smoking; it seems to me that 
the cause of this trouble could be found out by somebody on the 
ground. They have a practical Engineer in Mr. Sworder who knows 
his business, and who was Assistant Engineer in one of the 
large hotels in London up to three years ago, so he should be 
able to locate this. However, I am writing to the Principal 
to ascertain if they cannot get this fixed. To send a man from 
here would cost a lot of money, and I doubt if it is necessary. 
The soft water tank is very small, and is utterly inadequate to 
supply the demands for soft water in an institution of this 
size. I doubt if it would last for a week if used for washing. 
I may say, however, that the drainage from the large roof on 
this building would be sufficient to supply the soft water 
requirements for the school for months, if not for the year 
around, As it is now, the water runs down to the ground line 
and is spilt onto a conorete slab which they are having 
difficulty with, either by it heaving up in the wintertime and 
getting out of shape, or in summer having a wash underneath 
and spilling the water up against the foundation, which of 
course, is a very bad arrangement. The question of putting 
in a tile drain to connect with these down-pipes is one that 
should receive consideration, wet What I would like to see it 


Dunean C. Scott, Esqe, to have 
Deputy Supt. General 
Dept. of Ipdigy Affaire, 
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to have an outside reservoir built near the laundry, and these 
down-pipes connected with it. If this were done it would not 
be necessary to put in the underground tile. Something will 
have to be done, and for an appropriation of $500.00 I think 
we could make a good job here, as well as supplying the school 
with a good quantity of soft water. You are aware that the 
water for this institution is secured from a small lake, and is 
not the very best for washing purposes. If the Department 
would consider placing an item of $500.00 in the Estimates for 
this purpose I will see that the work is carried out in the 


Spring. 


With regard to the Junior classroom. I know it is 
the intention of the Principal to replace Mr. Meredith, and I 
am satisfied that this room will be in charge of a new teacher 
at the beginning of the term. 


On my visit to the School last Spring I pointed out 
to the school authorities that the Farming Instructor was not 
the right type of man to carry on the necessary work, and 
advised them to get a new man. The Bishop of the Diocese and 
the School Committee have asked me to locate a man and I am 
trying to do so, but as yet have not been successful. It is 
difficult to get the right type of man. 


The cattle barn at this school is too small, and 


an amount has been placed in the Estimates to geese additional 


accommodation. An item of $4000.00 has also been inserted in 
the Estimates to provide a residence for the Farming Instructor 
at the School, who should be a married man. With regard to 
the Inspector's remarks regarding the chicken house. The plan 
used for this building was one which was received from the 
University of Saskatchewan, and which we have used at all our 
schools where chicken houses have been erected during the past 
two years. The trouble seems to be that they have not adhered 
to the specifications in erecting this little building. One 
thickness of lumber is absolutely inadequate. Next Spring a 
second ply of lumber will be put on the inside and it will 

then be in accordance with specifications. An item has been 
placed in the Estimates also for a machine shed. The necessity 
for this is great. I think when the cattle barn is enlarged 
the horse barn will be sufficient for the school without making 
any further additions. The matter of the small buildings at 
the back of the school which were in use at the time of con- 
struction has been drawn to the attention of the Principal 

and he promised to have them removed in the Spring. I will see 
that this is done, as they are an eyesore. 
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You will note that the Inspector# reports he 
found the children looking exceptionally healthy, and that they 
were well clothed and clean. I may say that this is the way I 
have found them at all times when visiting the school. 


The question of a telephone for the Gordon 
School has been taken up with the Department from time to time, 
and last year I urged very oteenehy to have one installed. An

With reference to the remarks regarding theX_ 
pipes in the school freezing. This is the first time we have \ \ 
had complaints of this nature, although the school has been in 
use four or five years. We have just passed through some of 
the worstweather we have ever experienced in this country, an 
I am of the opinion that the strong winds prevailing during 
the severe weather accounts for “——- of the pipes.

I beg to inform you that a great deal of 
damage is being done by the roof water at the Gordon Indian 
Residential School. The down-pipes empty slabs at the 
ground level, and these slabs are continually shifting and 
allowine the water to work its way underneath and into the base- 
ment, causing the walls to orack, and steps should be taken to 
carry this water away from the school. 


As you are aware, this school is sadly in 
need of water. We now have a report from the Provincial Health 
Department, saying that the water which is now being used at the 
school is not all that it should be, and it seems to me that the 
best thing we can do is to construct a large outside tank, which 
will hold all the roof water caused by the summer rainfall, which 
water could be used for domestic purposes. I would even go so 


far as to say that, if necessary, we should neglect other work that 
is contemplated, in order to get this done. I think this matter 
was brought to your attention either by letter, or verbally by 
myself when I was in Ottawa. If. this tank is supplied it will 
serve the dual purpose of taking the roof water away from the 
foundations of the building, and providing water for use in the 
school. Great damage will be done if this matter is not attended 


to before the summer rainfall. The Principal was in the office 
today to remind me of this. It was brought to my attention while 
I was at the school Fall and I asked him to remind me of it 


this Spring, when I w take it up with the Department.

I beg to inform you that the question 
of the water supply at the Gordon Indian Residential 
School is one that is giving us considerable trouble. 

This Spring the lake from which they have been obtaining 
their supply of water was low and the water became unfit 
for drinking purposes, and for the last two months they 
have been using chloride of lime to kill any bacteria that 
may be in the water. 


It has been suggested by the health 
authorities that we put in a mechaniéal filter, and the 
name of the Canadian International Filter Company, of 
Toronto, has been mentioned as being able to supply this 
equipment. I should be glad if the Department would take 
the matter up with this Company and explain to them that 
the water which is being used is drawn from a lake through 
a sand filter into a pit, and from there is piped to the 
school.

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FILTRATION 


Early Methods: 


History shows that there has always been a 
desire for clean clear water, at least for drink 
ing purposes. The ancients often went to con- 
siderable effort to obtain their water supply 
from unpolluted springs or water sheds, some 
times at a considerable distance from the town 
Rome was supplied with three qualities of 
water, the least best for general purposes. the 
next best for the fountains and washing 
troughs and the very best exclusively for drink 
ing purposes 

Where turbid waters were, of necessity, used 
for drinking water there is record that porous 
sand stone and earthenware filters were used by 
the ancient Egyptians and also by the Japanese. 
There is also. record of clarification of turbid 
water by syphoning the liquid from one ves 
sel to another by the capillary action of porous 
material, such as a skein of wool 


Slow Sand Filters: 


‘The practical application of filtration to en 
tire public water supplies probably dates from 
about 1800. Records show that in about 1810 
slow sand filters were installed in Scotland and 
that in 1829 one of the London water com 
panies installed the first sand filter of this type. 
‘The eventual adoption of this system for all of 
the London water supply. and for many other 
English cities, led to its being called "The Eng 
lish system’ as its use spread throughout 
Europe 

Slow sand filters are still used to a consider: 
able extent in Europe and also in a number of 
localities in America, ‘These filter plants con 
sist of a number of beds of sand varying in size 
from one-quarter to Jne acre, usually rectangu 
lar in shape, and covered, if the winter tempera 
ure is lower than 32 degrees. ‘The fine filter sand 
is superimposed ons three or more layers of 
graded gravel. under! which is a simple form of 
Enderdtain either of;brick or tile. Each bed is 
provided with suitable piping to control the 
influent, effluent. ete 


Some waters may be put onto slow. sand 
filters without any preliminary treatment, but in 
the great majority of cases preliminary sedi- 
mentation and sometimes sedimentation and co 
agulation are used to prepare the water for the 
filters. 

With the slow sand filters an immense sur 
face filtering area is necessary, because to obtain 
the desired results the rate of filtration should 
be maintained at about three million gallons 
per acre per day—although in some plants the 
rate is but half and in others twice that figure. 
As the sand used is of rather small grain size 
and the rate of flow very slow. the filter in it 
self acts as a strainer, taking out considerable 
suspended matter. However, with the slow 
sand filter the surface of the sand bed provides 
2 place for great numbers of organisms to grow 
and develop. These form an adherent mass that 
holds back and collects the bacteria and organ- 
isms in the water, ‘This mat or film (sometimes 
referred to as the “‘schmutzdecke"") is the ac. 
tive part of the bed and until it has been formed 
the efficiency of the filter is very low. To 

ripen" the filter bed. the slow sand filter is 

started at about one-third of its usual rate and 
then increased gradually so that not until three 
or four days later is the filter operated at its 
normal capacity 

Depending upon the character of the raw 
water, whether of not it has been given prelim 
inary treatment, the rate of filtration, the maxi- 
mum loss of head allowable, etc, the slow sand 
filter will deliver anywhere from 50.000,000 to 
400,000,000 gallons per acre of filter area be 
fore cleaning is necessary. 

‘The slow sand filter is cleaned by scraping 
and removing from the filter an inch or two of 
sand from the surface of the bed, the sand be 
ing washed and either placed back on the bed 
immediately of put in the storage bins and re 
placed after several scrapings and cleanings. 

Slow sand filters are limited in use to 
handling waters of low turbidity and color and 
where sufficient ground area is available to pro: 
vide for the immense filter beds and settling 
basins. 
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Rapid Sand Filters: 


The first rapid sand or “mechanical” filters 
were built in the United States during the early 
80's. They were installed by the paper indus. 
try to solve the problem of handling large 
volumes of water and removing the coarser par 
ticles of suspended matter that were spoiling 
their product. 

These early filters consisted of cylindrical 
tanks provided with a simple strainer under 
drain system, a bed of gravel and sand, wash 
water troughs and operating piping. They were 
not capable of removing the finer or colloidal 
suspended matter and had but little effect on 
removal of bacteria, However, they crudely 
served their purpose and represented an im 

ense step forward because of savings in first 
cost and space requ 

Rapid sand filters differ from slow sand fil 
ters not only in the rate of flow of water 
through the sand bed—but also in design, con’ 
struction and operation. ‘The smaller area of 
the filter unit, and consequently its more rapid 
clogging, requires means for rapid and auto: 
matic cleaning. The methods used to quickly 
wash the sand gave rise to the carly term “me 
chanical filters.” “The high rate of filtration 
(125,000,000 gallons per acre per day—or even 
more) necessitates the use of a coarser and more 
uniform filter sand—as well as the formation of 
an “artificial mat” on top the sand bed. 

When the introduction of chemical coagu: 
lants to gather together the finer suspended mat 
ter and to form this artificial mat gave such 
surprising results it immediately prompted many 
mechanical improvements. As a result of con: 
tinual research and improvement the efficiency 
of the rapid sand filter has steadily increased 
until today it is the predominating type of filter 
throughout the world. 

These improvements in the modern filter 
might be grouped under the following classifi 
cations 

Proper coagulation, 

Efficient underdrain systems. 

Standardization of sizes and depth of the 
supporting gravel and filter sand 

Proper wash water piping and troughs. 

Standardization of rates of filtration and 
backwash, 

Size and arrangement of control piping 

Use of automatic rate controllers, gauges, 
ete, 

‘To meet all these and other conditions, the 
modern rapid sand filter bears but little resem: 


| blance to its forerunner, the slow sand fi 
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9 adding the coagulant to a turbid water the 
alum is immediately. decomposed and the finely 
divided suspended matter quickly yathers into coarse 
Greined "Noes that settle rapidly leaving. th 
water fairly clear 


Coagulation: 


‘o make the rapid sand filter more than a 
strainer it is necessary to use a coagulant to pro: 
vide an efficient mat on the surface of the filter 
bed—instead of the slowly accumulated organic 
slime or ‘‘schmutzdecke” of the slow sand 
filter 

And—if the water is very turbid—the coagu: 
lant must be added and sedimentation provided 
before the water passes to the filter, so as to re 
move the bulk of the suspended matter out 
side the filter, otherwise too frequent washing 
will be necessary. 

The common coagulant is alum, Lump am: 
monium or potash alum for use in pressure 
coagulant fers and aluminum sulphate 
(sometimes termed “filter alum") when the 
coagulant is made up and fed as a solution. 

Practically all waters are alkaline and this 
natural alkalinity — calcium carbonate and 
magnesium  carbonate—decomposes the alum 

ith a resultant heavy white flocculent precipi 
tate of aluminum hydrate. If the water is not 
naturally alkaline— (or its natural alkalinity has 
been exhausted by continuous circulation and 
refiltration as in swimming pool filter systems) 

artificial alkalinity is added in the form of 
soda ash or lime—or in the form of sal-soda if 
a pressure alkalinity feeder is used 

‘The action of the insoluble gelatinous sticky 
aluminum hydrate can be compared to that of 
the white of egg in clearing coffee. It entangles 
all the suspended matter, absorbs the color, and 
gathers the finer particles into flocs that can 
be readily settled, or which are caught on the 
filter sand, being too large to pass through the 
spaces between the grains. The coagulum forms 
a gelatinous mat on the surface of, and in the

pper part of the filter sand, constituting the 
real filtering medium. 

During coagulation, the originally turbid or 
cloudy water undergoes a complete change in 
appearance, for in place of the murkiness the im: 
purities become coarse grained and floculent 
with the surrounding water itself fairly clear 
It is then a comparatively simple matter to filter 
the water 


Underdrain Systems: 


The underdrain system of a tapid sand filter 
serves a two-fold important purpose—to un 
formly distribute the water during washing 
and to collect the filtered water without loss of 
sand. “The underdrain actually consists of the 
gravel layers and the distributing manifold 
system: 
side from supporting the sand bed—the 

gravel is the principal means of distributing the 
wash water and many cases of faulty filter op:

Gravel Layers: 


der to properly support the filter sand, 

gravel must be small enough at the 

id to diffuse the wash water—must 

be fairly large at the lowest layer around or on 

top the distributing manifold. Each grading 

must be of fairly uniform size and practically 

free from flat pieces. The gradation must be 

such as to prevent small pebbles from falling 
through lower layers. 

Modern, practice calls for as many as five 

da minimum of three gradations ranging in 

Size from 2V4inches at the bottom to! inch 

diameter at the top. 


Filter Sand: 


Silica sand, which was the first material used 
is still the accepted filtering medium of today. 
Crushed quartz, crushed marble, charcoal, coke 
and screened anthracite coal have also been used 

but usually to take care of some special con- 
ditions. Porous filter materials are to be avoided 
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in between the distributing faterals 


as they cannot be washed clean and are breeding 
places for bacteria 

Whereas little attention was formerly paid to 
the quality and uniformity of filter sand, expe 
rience has proven that for proper results definite 
standards must be met and now this filtering 
medium must pass rigid tests and specifications 

Sand. performs its function as a filtering 
medium through its ability to hold back the 
coagulum or floc containing the suspended and 
colloidal impurities in the water. ‘Theoretic 
ally. the top surface of the sand performs this 
duty. and it is assumed in practice that none 
of the coagulum penetrates beyond a depth of 
six inches into the sand. It is customary to 
provide a depth of sand of from 18 to 24 inches 
In industrial filters, to as much as 30 inches in 
municipal filters, the latter extreme depth being 
required by the dictates of some boards of health 
or the individual practice of some engineers. 

The sand bed should not be so shallow as to 
be easily channelled or broken through during 
filtering and yet not so deep as to offer un- 
needed resistance to the flow of water. 

Suitability of a sand as a filtering medium 
depends upon its chemical character, freedom 
from clay, dirt, organic matter and other im 
purities and its uniformity. Unless it is of uni 
form size the smaller grains will pack in the 
voids between the coarser grains causing undue 

sistance to the flow of water. Well rounded 
grains are considered preferable to sharp grains 
because the former do not pack so readily and 
clean much better 


Two measures are used to draw a fairly. ac 
curate picture of the size and grading of filter 
sand. These two measurements are the Effec 
tive Size and Uniformity Coefficient 

By “Effective Size” is meant the size of the 
sand grains—usually expressed in decimal frac 
tions of a millimeter—than which 10% by 
weight of the sand is finer and 90% coarser 
Thus the “Effective Size” is the minimum size 
of the great bulk of the sand particles, but it 
does not indicate either the limits of coarseness 
‘or the degree of variation in the size of the par 
ticles included in the 90°% 

Therefore, in order to assure that the varia 

on is not too great a second measurement of 
the sand is made, This is the size of sand 
grains than which 60¢% by weight of the sand 
is finer and 40% coarser. ‘This size, divided by 
the “Effective Size” is called the “Uniformity 
Coefficient. 

For example, if a screen analysis showed that 
10% of a sand_was finer than 0.40 millimeter 
and 60% was finer than 0.64 millimeter,—the 

Effective Size” would be 40 m.m, and the 
Uniformity Coefficient” would be 0.64 di 

Jed by 0.40 or 1.6. Obviously, the more 
uniform the sand, the more nearly alike will be 
the sizes of grains than which 10% is finer and 
than which 60% is finer—or—the closer will 
the “Uniformity Coefficient” approach 1.0. 

The most desirable ective Size” and 

Uniformity Coefficient’ depend upon the con 
ditions of filter operation and the quality of 
filtered water desired. Modern practice calls 
for at least two gradings of filter sand, Inter 
national filters are provided with silica sand of 

Effective Size” of from 0.35 to 0.55 m.m.—as 
conditions warrant—and a “Uniformity Coeff 
cient” of from 1.75 to 1.6 

When a filter is washed, the entire sand bed 
rises and grades itself—the finest particles on 
top. grading down to the coarsest at the bot 
tom—so that such sand automatically pro: 
duces the several size condition that is most de: 
sired. 


Chemical Requirements: 

The filter bed must be insoluble in water and 
the usual specification for filt d and gravel 
is that it shall not lose more than 5% in weight 
when treated with concentrated hydrochloric 
acid for 24 hours. This is principally to insure 
the absence of limestone, which, on account of 
its relative softness and appreciable solubility 
would not stand up under agitation during 
washing, 
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Rates of Filtratior 


The maximum rate of filtration depends 
upon the required quality of filtered water, the 
character and condition of the filter sand and the 
character of the water to be filtered. Water can 
be forced through a pressure filter at enormous 
rates if sufficient pressure is applied—but the 
water will not be filtered, in fact, at excessi 
rates the water will hardly be strained,” the 
coagulum will be driven deep down into the 
sand and the filter bed ultimately ruined. 

For efficient operation and proper quality of 
effluent, the rate of filtration should be care 
fully controlled and rapid fluctuations avoided 
Standard practice has set a rate of from two to 
three gallons per minute per sq. ft. of filter 
area as being a conservative rating. Lower or 
higher rates may be required or allowable under 
special conditions. 

The standard specifications for pressure water 
filters, as approved by the American Waterworks 
Association and the American Society of Me 
chanical Engineers give the following rates of 
filtration as standard 

Whenever the water is to be used for domestic 
purposes or to secure full bacterial purification, 
the capacity shall be based on a rate of filtra 
tion not to exceed 2 gallons per minute per sq 
ft. of filtering area and a coagulant must be 
used, 

Rates of filtration for various uses should con 
form to the following schedule 


2 gals. per sq. ft. per minute for all supplies

used for drinking. or for the preparation of food 
products. 

2to 4 gals. per sq. ft. per minute when 
filtering a treated municipal supply of approved 
bacterial purity 

2 to 4 gals. per sq. ft. per minute for swim 
ming pools, and for all industrial uses 

2to 5 gals. per sq. ft, per minyte as condi 
tions may warrant for double filtration, using 
sand followed by charcoal, where reduction of 
color, odor, taste or certain forms of iron is de 
sired. This method of filtration is not to be 
applied for bacterial purification: 


Washing: 

Provision for proper washing of the sand 
bed is equally as important as the area of the 
filter, The filter retains what is removed from 
the water and will continue to work satisfac 
torily only so long as it is properly washed 
A filter is usually run until the maximum al 
lowable loss of head is reached—or until the 
desired rate can no longer be maintained. 
Therefore, at regular intervals the filter is cut 
out of service, the waste valve opened and water 
—preferably filtered water—admitted to the 
underdrain system at a rate sufficient to expand 
‘or float the sand bed, to scrub or scour the sand 
and to flush out the accumulated impurities. 

From thre ht minutes washing are re- 
quired to cle with six minutes 
as an average figure to five per cent 
of the total water filtered is the usual amount of 
wash water used—with three per cent an av 
erage 
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The rate of flow of wash water required for 
efficient cleaning depends upon the size of sand. 
the system of washing, and the efficiency of the 
wash water distributing system, ‘The modern 

and simplest method of filter washing is the 

high velocity” wash where the velocity of the 

water alone thoroughly scours and cleans the 
sand. 

High velocity wash needs the most efficient 
form of distributing manifold system and 
proper gravel grading to prevent disturbance of 
the gravel layers and provide uniform distribu: 
tion of wash water, ‘The rate of flow of wash 
water required is 15 gals. per min. per sq. ft. of 
filter area (24 inches vertical rise per minute) 
although under certain conditions flow rates as 
low as 12 gals. per min. (19 inches vertical 
tise) have been found satisfactory 

‘Where insufficient water is available for high 
velocity wash—air or mechanical agitation may 
be used to loosen the filter bed. With such 
preliminary agitation effective washing te 
Quires wash water at a velocity of 12 to 15 
inches vertical rise per minute (8 to 10 gals. per 
sq. ft.). The use of mechanical agitators is ob- 
solete but the air wash system—if properly de 
signed—will satisfactorily solve the occasional 
problem of insufficient wash water. 

The proper rate of flow of wash water is 
most important—washing at low rates of flow 
for even long periods of time only wastes the 
water and does not clean the filter effectively 


Freeboard: 
To prevent sand from being washed out with 


Proper freeboard’ is essential as otherwis 
sand would be fost during washing if it 1s 
not enough of the impurities would not wash 


the impurities during backwashing. the waste 
outlet, trough or pipe should be a definite dis: 
tance above the surface of the sand bed, This 
distance is designated as the “freeboard.” “This 
depends upon the depth of sand and size of sand 
(which determines the bed expansion) and the 
ate of washing. With modern filter design 
the general rule is that the freeboard in inches 
approximates the wash rate in inches of vertical 
rise per minute. 


Pressure ers 

The use of pressu 
tice of rapid sand fil The term. “pres 
sure’ is used to designate that type of rapid 
sand filter wherein the filter, bed is placed in a 
closed container, through which the water passes 
under pressure. This does not mean that high 
pressure is required to pass the water through 
the filter. To operate economically the pressure 
consumed is not more than five pounds at its 
maximum, with a minimum of about one 

nd directly after the filter is washed. 

In comparison with gravity or open type 
rapid sand filters, the pressure filters have certain 
apparent advantages. Connection may be made 
in any pressure line without loss of pressure for 
water distribution except that consumed in the 
filter, as mentioned above. Repumping of the 
water after being filtered is not required, “They 
may be quickly installed on simple foundations 
‘and. usually fit into some available — space. 

ttling basins and clear water storage can fre 
quently be eliminated. Less precision in opera. 
tion is demanded. ‘The first cost is lower 
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Battery of International Horizontal Pressure Filters 


INTERNATIONAL PRESSURE FILTERS 


‘Types and Sizes: 


International Pressure Filters such as are 
shown in this bulletin are of two general types 

vertical and horizontal. ‘The vertical type 
International Filters range in size from 16 inches 
to 96 inches diameter. ‘These sizes are used for 
homes, drinking water systems, hotels, apart 
ment buildings and general industrial purposes. 
‘They may be used singly, in pairs or in bat 
teries of three or more, For greater capacity 
the International Horizontal Pressure Filters are 
used, ‘The horizontal type are built in two di 
ameters—7 and 8 feet—and range in length 
from 8 to 25 feet. 


International Filters of Other Types: 


International Filters of the gravity or open 
type are described in other bulletins. This type 
has the filter bed in open wood or concrete units 
and has important advantages for certain condi 
tions of operation, but of course, is not con: 
structed to operate under pressure as the type 
shown herein, 


Sedimentation: 


While comparitively few waters require sedi 
mentation in connection with International 
Pressure Filters, it can’ be used advantageously 
with very turbid waters. ‘The purposes of pre 
liminary sedimentation are to allow suspended 
and coagulated matter to settle, to provide time 
for coagulating chemicals to react properly and 
to relieve filters of a large amount of work (at 
Teast 80 percent), thereby reducing the washing 
of filters to a minimum, 


The time required for settling out suspended 
matter varies, depending on the size and weight 
of the particles, amount of coagulant used, ¢ 
Where sedimentation is recommended prelimi 
nary to passing the water through International 
Filters. a period of two to six hours holding 
time is generally allowed. ‘This period deter 
mines the size of settling basin required, 


Coagulation: 


agulation and filtration are very intimately 
related in the art of water purificaion, The use 
of a coagulant in connection with the pressure 
filter is essential if it is desired to remove all 
suspended matter visible to the naked eye. The 
spaces between the sand grains of the filter bed 
are sufficiently large to allow the finer particles 
to pass through the filter. In order to retain 
all the suspended matter on top the filter bed it 
is necessary that the impurities be brought to- 
gether into comparatively large particles. This 
is accomplished by introducing a coagulant 
alum, by means of the coagulant feeder. ‘The 
small amount of alum fed into the water is en: 
tirely and immediately decomposed by the alka 
linity naturally present in the water or which 
may be added. ‘The chemical reaction which 
takes place produces hydrate of alamina, a heavy. 
sticky, gelatinous precipitate. At the same time. 
the electrolytic force set free induces the finer 
particles to gather together in flocs. each of 
which becomes enveloped in the sticky hydrate 
of alumina 


International Pressure Coagulant Feeder 
ith Venturi Proportion 


International Pressure Coagulant 
Feeder 

An. automatic pressure feeder is 
furnished with each International Pressure 
Filter Plant. ‘The feeder is attached to the filter 
inlet, a special, proportioner being placed in the 
water line. ‘This proportioner automatically 
by-passes a small percentage of the incoming 
water through the feeder. In this way the co- 
agulant is dissolved, automatically fed and 
mixed with the water entering the filter. 

The International Pressure Coagulant Feed 
ers are of the quick opening design for conven- 
ience in recharging. The feeder is built of cast 
iron, fitted with brass piping and bronze shut 
off and needle regulating valves. ‘The operator 
increases or decreases the amount of coagulant 
fed by adjusting the regulating valye on the 
feeder. Only Lump Alum (not Aluminum 
Sulphate) should be used 


Artificial Alkalinit 


When the filter is to be used in connection 
with circulation and refiltration of water for 
swimming pools, etc.. an extra feeder should be 
used. Refiltration of the water finally ex 
hausts the natural alkalinity of the water and 
unless artificial alkalinity, such as soda, is sup- 
plied. the coagulant floc is not formed and free 
hlum will pass through the filter. For such 
Wwork and for waters low in natural alkalinity 
the use of two feeders, one for alum and one 
for soda, is to be recommended. 
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International Gravity Coagulant 
Feede: 

Where the coa to the pump 
suction or into the mixing chamber of the coag 
ulating and settling basin it is desirable and 
often preferable to use the International Gravity 
Coagulant Feeding Plant. Two solution tanks 
are provided so that one batch can be made up 
While the other tank is in service, Aluminum 
sulphate is placed in the perforated dissolving 
box and dissolved by the water from the spray 
dissolver. ‘The coagulant solution of definite 
strength is fed to the constant level orifice box 
and from there piped to either a pump suction 
box or directly to the point of application 

The coagulant control may. be either of the 
constant rate ty ith the International mi 
crometer adjustable orifice feed—or of the vari 
able rate type where proportioning equipment is 
furnished so that the amount of coagulant fed 
Will be in exact proportion to the varying flow 
of water

International Filter Shell: 


International Pressure Filters are substanti 
constructed of the best materials avai 

standard design is suitable for all ordinary pres 
sures up to 67 pounds per sq. in, Filters for 
higher pressures are furnished, an extra charge 
being made for the heavier materials used. The 
shells are built of steel, the seams firmly hot ri 
eted and well caulked. All heads are flanged 
and. given standard maximum dish. Every 
shell is tested under a hydrostatic internal. pres 
sure fifty per cent greater than the maximum 
working pressure for which it is designed. Man 
holes and handholes for easy access to the in 
terior are provided as needed 


International Distributing 
Manifold System: 


The only practical distributing manifold for 
use with pressure filters is the pipe manifold 
consisting of a header pipe with distribu 
lateral pipes. ‘The size of the pressure 
units and the steel tank construction does 
teadily permit the use of systems such as the 
Wagner precast concrete block bottom. 

False bottoms of steel plate—unless ridicu 
lously reinforced—will pulsate or “breathe” £0 
that it is impossible to keep orifice nozzles or 

strainers” from working loose and blowing 

out during washing. If the plate is perfo. 
rated in place of using strainers, the upward j2 
action during washing will displace the gravel 
layers 

To provide perfect collection of filtered water 
and uniform distribution of wash water from af! 
points directly under the surface of the filter bed 


the International manifold is of the pipe mani 
fold type. The header pipe is oversize and the 
lateral pipes, spaced not less than 6 inches center 
to center, are of a size larger than the total area 
of the perforations or orifice nozzles in each lat 
eral. To meet certain conditions, the manifold 
system may be of the perforated lateral type 
where perforations, spaced 3 inches center to 
center, are made in the underside of the lateral 
piping and the latter set close to the concrete 
floor of the filter.

The International Umbrella Distributing 
Nozzle was developed to provide a “strainer 
that would accomplish every required purpose 

to stand abuse and wear under all operating 
conditions—and to eliminate the common faults 
of ordinary “strainers, 

It is made in but two pieces—the body and 
the cap—both parts of genuine Tobin bronze. 
The body is a drop forging. the spacers and 
rivets being an integral part of the body—and 
of real riveting metal. The cap is of one piece. 
scientifically shaped with a. central deflecting 
cone and umbrella edge—both perfectly formed 
for efficient distribution. ‘The rivet heads are 
spun (not hammered) to assure a perfect joint 
between cap and body. ‘The throat is accur 
ately bored to proper diameter with chamfered 
edge to insure easy influx. “The shank is accur 
ately threaded % inch pipe thread by automatic 
dies. The hexagon shaped part of the body 
permits the use of a standard wrench for in: 
stallation. 

The term “strainer"’ to describe this part of 
the underdrain system is now a misnomer 
Before it was learned that proper gravel and cor.

fold system of efficient design and construction 
there will be no possibility of upsetting the 
gravel.or allowing sand to get to the bottom 
of the filter, The purpose of the "strainer" of 
today is not to stop the passage of sand—but is 
that of an efficient distributor of wash water 
under the entire bottom of the gravel bed. 

‘A few of the principal advantages of the 
International No. 3 Umbrella Type Nozzle are 

It has but one interior orifice which will not 
clog or become incrusted—strainers with mult 
iple orifices or slots invariably clog within a 
comparatively short time 

It provides perfect diffusion by the cone-um 
brella cap, diverting the water downward in all 
directions with rapid "get-away" yet extremely 
low friction loss and assuring complete diffusion 
throughout the entire underside of the gravel 
layers. Multiple orifice strainers produce a jet 
action. either upward or partly upward into 
the gravel bed—but in any case as a jet or num 
ber of jets—which puts the responsibility of 
diffusion on a smaller part of the gravel bed 
and uniform distribution is rarely accomplished. 

Being constructed entirely of Tobin bronze 
it is far superior in its resistance to. corrosion 
than strainers of bras# or so called “acid 
bronze. 

The base—with its rivets—being a forging, 
it is more homogeneous and smoother than the 
invariable cast base of ordinary strainers—and 
the rivets are much more uniform and ductile 
The rivets, being an integral part of the forg 
ing, will never work loose

Operation: 


Water enters the International Filter through 
the top and is distributed uniformly over the 
filter bed by a baffle, which prevents the incom: 
ing water directly striking the sand bed and dis 
turbing the surface film. "The water passes 
downward through the filter sand and gr. 

the clean filtered water uniformly collected from 
beneath the gravel by the manifold system: 
through which it passes to the filter outlet 

To remove the collected se 

pended matter, the filter is periodically cleaned 
by reversing the flow of water. Wash water 
enters at the bottom, is first distributed by the 
manifold system, further distributed by the um 
brella nozzles and completely distributed by the 
gravel layers. As the water rises the filter bed 
expands and is loosened, the sediment lifting 
and passing out to waste with the wash water 


International Filter Control: 


All immediate pipes, valves and fittings neces 
sary for successful operation are furnished with 
cach filter, Standard gate valves are used to as 
sure perfect reliability and uniform efficiency 

as single control multi-port plug valves, al 


though cheaper, will leak sooner or later and 
permit unfiltered water to by pass the filter. 
Valves four inches and smailer are of the 
screwed pattern, flanged valves being used on 
larger sizes 


International Filter Battery: 


Where it is desirable to provide for continu 
ous service, the advantage of filtered water stor: 
age is obvious. But if storage to tide over the 
brief washing periods cannot be provided con 
veniently, a battery of two or more Interna 
tional Filters should be used. Only one filter 
of a battery is washed at a time and a complete 
shut-off of the filtered water supply is thereby 
prevented 

Another advantage of having filtered water 
storage is that the filter may be washed with 
filtered water, and this is always desirable and 
sometimes necessary. ‘The “battery of three or 
more” International Filters provides for wash: 
ing with filtered water even without storage. 
Any one filter of a battery of three or more fil 
ters. can be washed with filtered water from the 
others, by slightly increasing their normal rate 
of filtration during such washing period. 
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national Venturi Rate of Flow Indicat 
iallation on Horizontal Pressure Fite. P 
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Loss of Head Gauges: 


The International Filter is fitted with two 
gauges to show the pressure of the incoming and 
outgoing water. After the filter has been in 
service for a time, the accumulated sediment on 
top the filter bed resists the passage of water 
and this resistance or “‘loss of head” is shown 
by the gauges. “Clogging” is indicated by the 
difference in pressure shown by the two gauges. 
and when this difference in pressure between in: 
let and outlet reaches about five pounds, it is 
advisable to wash the filter, 


Rate of Flow Indicator: 


Where the quality of the filtered water does 
does not have to meet rigid requirements but 
some check is desired on the rate of flow of each 
filter—the International Venturi Rate of Flow 
Indicator or Manometer is used. ‘The venturi 
tube may be placed in either inlet or outlet line 
of each filter. Connections are made from the 
venturi to the mercury manometer and the dif 
ferential head is indicated by the mercury level 
A scale gives readings in gallons per minute or 
er desired factor. Recording gauges are 
mes furnished in place of the manometer 

when permanent records are required 
Special venturi tubes and manometers can be 
furnished so as to allow placing the Indicator 
ina combined outlet and wash water line. Such 
an arrangement permits a check of both the filter 
rate of flow as well as that of the wash water 
Both the standard and combined Indicators arc 

covered in a separate bulletin 
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Rate of Flow Controlle: 


Although not furnished as standard equip 
ment, pressure filters of all types and makes 
should be provided with automatic rate of flow 
controllers. especially if partial bacterial puri 
fication is expected or the water is to be used 
for domestic supply—and for the better general 
operation of the filter plant. There is hardly 
2 gravity filter installation that is made without 
rate of flow controllers and undue overloading 
of a pressure filter is so much more possible that 
here is even greater reason for automatic con’ 
trol ‘ 

Depending upon the piping arrangement, the 
rate of flow controller is placed in either the in- 
let or outlet line of each filter. “The Interna- 
tional Rate of Flow Controller is of the Ven: 
turi type, the differential head automatically 
controlling the movement of the throttling de 
vice so that the filter cannot deliver a greater 
amount of water than that determined by the 
fetting on the controller. With all the filters

I would suggest that in 
addition to installing equipment to remove organic matter and 
contamination, this water should be softened for drinking, as 
well 4s other uses, by & zeolite softening plant. since the 
effactivensss of differant zeclite softening plants varies con- 
siderably, I would suggest that you see that the plant installed 
is unreservedly guarantesd by the manufacturer to complately 
soften the water, without unduly increasing the total of mineral 
Salts present.
